I have delayed my annual report until this time, on account of 
Bomeofthe secretaries failing to make their reports as required by 
law, and have not the data now from which to make a complete fi- 
nancial report; however, it is as correct as my best efforts can make 
it from the reports sent me. 

There is a growing interest manifested in our public schools which 
I trust, will continue to increase as the scholarship of teachers im- 
proves. 

There has been a decided improvement in the teachers of this county 
the past year. Many of them have been attending school. 

There wore two graded schools taught in this county the past sum- 
mer: one at Shook's Run, by D. W. Shaw, and one at Meadowville, 
by myself. About seventy teachers were in attendance at these two 
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schools, and I am sure they are bettor prepared for efficient work than 
ever before. 

The County Institute hold in July, by D. W. Shaw, waa a success, 
and will surely sliinulate and energize the teachers who attended. 
. On my annual visits to the schools the past winter, I found the av- 
erage attendance about the samc^as the previous year. Not what it 
should be, as my statistical report will show. 

I noticed many deficiencies in some of the schools. Pupils are hur- 
ried on from one thing to another with such rapidity that they can 
only skim as they go. They drink surface water, and are never re- 
galed with the cool, invigorating draught from the bottom of the 
well. Too much is required of them in too short a time. 

This hurrying process is fatal to all solid education, and is often 
practiced at the behest of parents, in their foolish anxiety to make 
an exhibit of the precocity of their children. I discouraged this hur- 
rying through books so far as I could, and tried to show the necessi- 
ty ot being thorough, and believe, to some extent, I succeeded. 

Some of our teachers have no adaptation to teaching. They seem 
to have no bump of what the phrenologists call human nature* No 
power of concentrating, no faculty ot understanding clearly them- 
selves, and of course none of teaching others into such an understand- 
ing. Their ])lace is not in the school room; no success attends them 
in their work there. In other fields they must find the work to 
which they are adapted. 

The art of teachiug is of itself a wonderful study and work. Every 
teacher should himself be first taught to teach, and inspire and gov- 
ern well those to bo taught by him in turn. Our ^'fossilized" teach- 
ers are gradually giving away, and among our young teachers we 
have many who ^ive promise of much usefulness, if they do not bo- 
come wearied and seek better pay in some other profession. One of 
the greatest difficulties that we have to encounter is to ascertain of 
ithe applicant his ability for imparting knowledge and governing a 
school. Our observation has been, a person may have scholastic at- 
tainments, and bo a failure as a teacher. How to reach this deficien- 
cy in our examinations has long been a query in our mind; but, we 
think, the long sought for object has been attained, and we may ex- 
pect better teachers and better schools, if our present progress -is in 
no way retarded. 

This county is divided into seven districts and one independent dis- 
trict, all of which made the levy required by law. 

Average age of pupils attending school, 11 years. 

The new school law has not met the anticipations of the people 
and school officers, but I shall make no suggestions at this time, only 
I trust the next session of the Legislature will make appropriation 
for two Normal schools at least in the State, and I need only refer to 
Switzerland to prove the value and necessity of such schools. 

I will now close my report byaskini? the patrons, teachers and 
district officers, to give to my successor, Mr. A. B. Moore, your hearty 
co-operation, ard with him as your leader, may you ever be worthy 
to bo entrusted with the formation of the manners and molding the 
character of the immortal souls of the youth of our country.

In reviewing the four years of ray official connection with the 
schools of Cabell county, I find many occasions for congratulation ^ 
and some for discouragement. 

The general operation of the system has been healthful, and the 
progress ot the schools has been fair. Our school officers have usually 
been faithful in the discharge of their duties, and our noble minded 
citizens have cheerfully borne the expense. Many of. our teachers 
have improved their qualifications, and nearly all of them have been 
faithful and efficient workers. Our people generally have becon;^. 
more and more alive to the importance ot educating the rising gen- 
eration, and our admirable system of free schools has rapidly grown 
in popular favor, until it is now cherished as one of the most valua- 
ble institutions of the land. Notwithstanding these healthful indica- 
tions, we yet labor under many disadvantages. In pursuanceof my 
duty, I will mention a few of these, endeavoring to suggest remedies. 

1. The gieatcst hindrance to the progress of education in our 
county, and 1 presume, in all the counties of the State, is the failure 
on the part ol ])arents and guardians, to send their children and 
wards to school. Two general remedies suggest themselves — com- 
pulsion and persuasion. The idea of compulsion is so repugnant to 
our people, and so contrary to the genius and character of all our 
institutions, that I do not now think it would be wise. The only 
other alternative is persuasion — missionary work on the part of the 
teacher. Much of this might be induced by making it to the pecuni- 
ary interest of the teachers to get the children into the schools. This 
might bo done by making the salary of the teacher depend, in some 
way, upon the average daily attendance in his school. 

IL The next great difficulty is want of proper qualification on the 
part of teachers. We do not need a greater number of teachers, but 
better qualifications on the part of those we already have. To this 
end I would recommend a Normal Institute, or Normal School, in 
each county of the hJtate every year. The term should begin about 
the first of June, and continue two or three months. It should be 
taught by the members of the Board of Examiners of the county, 
and these should be chosen with special reference to their qualifica- 
tions as teachers. The teachers of the county should have the privi- 
lege ot attending this school free of charge for tuition. The exami- 
nations required by law should be held at the close of the term, and 
there should be no exemptions, except it might be as to the matter of 
fees. This would virtually compel the teachers to attend these 
schools, and to impiove their qualifications. The expenditure would 
not be greater than the amount heretofore appropriated annually for 
educational purposes; and the beneficial results would accrue directly 
to the teachers — all the teachers — and through them almost directly 
to all the pupil children of the State. 

The normal institutes provided by the last Legislature, were a 
move in the right direction, and much good resulted from them; but 
the term was too short, and the incentives to attendance on the part 
of teachers, were insufficient. Let it be understood that the teachers 
of these schools are to conduct the examinations required by law, and 
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award \X\/t certificates^ and the applicants will be very apt to attend 
them regularly. 

III. The employing of the teachers by the Board of Education does 
not work well. Better have three trustees for each school, and let 
them employ the teacher, at a meeting hold for that purpose. It 
should also be unlawful for the teacher to board with any one of the 
trustees. 

IV. I must renew a former suggestion that, instead of several dis- 
trict boards of education in a county, there should be one county 
board of education, composed of one or more members from each dis- 
trict, and the county superintendent of schools as president. This 
would involve equalization of taxation, uniformity in the salaries of 
teachers, and equality of school privileges throughout the county. 
Besides these, it is the only way in which the financial accounts can 
ever be kept straight. 

This board should hold stated meetings — say one each month — and 
the members should receive a moderate per diem for each day of ac- 
tual service in the meetings. 

The pay of the members of this board of education, and that of the 
secretary, need not amount to more than is now required to pay the 
salaries of the several district secretaries. 

V. The expenses of the schools should be borne, in greater part, 
by general instead of local taxation. 

VI. The trustees should be required to employ some one to sweep 
and make fires, at an expense of not more than twenty-five cents per 
week. 

VII. The abolishing of county school supervision is a very serious 
evil, and should bo corrected at the earliest possible day. So far from 
being relieved of the important duty of visiting the schools, the Coun- 
ty Superintendent should be required, not only to visit the schools of 
his county once, but to spend the whole of certain months of the year 
in the schools of his county.

CALHOUN COUNTY— F. M. Ferrell, Supt. 

I hereby submit the third annual report ot the free sehools of 
Calhoun made by me. The dJHtriets are all in a very prosperous 
condition now, as lar as the Teachers' Fund is concerned, and the 
Building Fund meets all requirements except in Sheridan, and it has 
the hope of i^etting clear ot debt in two years. The law needs some 
change in regard to the creation of school districts. Each district 
in my county has a greater number of school districts tlian it 
should have, but Lee and Sheridan now have so many that it is hard 
for them to be able to certify that they have levied a sufficient fund 
to run the schools four months, aided by the State Fund, because of 
the limit of the taxable property. I hope you will recommend some 
legislation upon this part of the law. I think, judging from my 
knowledge obtained by actual experience as County Superintendent 
of Calhoun, that the thirty-five per cent, "works naught but evil." 
The Boards of Education in Calhoun generally fail to set apart the 
apportionment due the colored youth in their districts. I think it 
ought to be done for their good and that of the State. 

In some of the districts there were so many teachers dismissed 
and others employed in their stead at different wages that it is diffi- 
cult to get all things correct from the secretary's report.

I herewith transmit my annual report tor the scholastic year end- 
ing August Slst, 1879. I have delayed it till this late hour, hoping 
to give a full and correct report, but the delay, together with my ef- 
forts in the mean time, has been ineflfectual to a considerable degree. 
In fact, even after this long and urgent waiting, I have failed entirely 
to procure a report from the secretary of the Board of Education of 
Grant District, as will be seen from the within report. 

Our schools are not making that rapid progress I should l(5ve to 
see, yet they have done reasonably well, considering the financial 
atrophy under which everything has been suffering. 

The institute for this county, conducted by the worthy young gen- 
tleman, Prof. J. F. Wayman, under the new regime laid down by the 
"wiseacres" of last winter, was quite a success. The only hindrance 
to the cause, was lack of attendance on behalf of the teachers, not 
more than one-half the number being in regular attendance. 

With a coup d'ceil at my labors in this service for the past five 
years, I see where there might have been, in a few instances, better 
supervision, but hoping that all errors will be dealt with kindly, I 
now, with a heart radiant with love for free instruction, and with a 
wish devoted and a prayer consecrated to the future success of our 
schools, most respectfully submit this my last annual report.

^Teachers from another State. 

FAYETTE COUNTY— I). B. Easley, Supt. 

I hereby submit my annual report as County Superintendent of 
Free Schools ot Fayette county. My experience as County Super- 
intendent has only confirmed me in an opinion before formed, that unless 
there be some radical change in our Free School System, we cannot 
do more than educate the rising generation sufficiently to make them 
feel the necessity ot doing better by their children than has been 
done by them in this respect, 

A sufficient amount of money is levied and expended to give every 
child in West Virginia, between six and twenty-one, at least a good 
English education ; but comparatively few, in this section at least, 
avail themselves of these facilities, although in the cases where they 
are most neglected, they are almost entirely gratuitous, as the parties 
who pay the least tax pay the least attention to educating their chil- 
dren. 

In my visit to the schools of this county during last winter, I am 
satisfied that I visited twenty schools out of a total of twenty-seven 
at which there were not more than five pupils present, and in some 
instances only three, on the day of my visit ; and though the excep- 
tionally cold winter may, in some measure, account for this deficiency 
in attendance, yet it cannot wholly do so. I have little hope that 
our Legislature will take any steps to remedy this evil in any reason- 
able length of time, and therefore shall not attempt to offer any ar- 
gument in favor of compulsory education further than the fact that, 
if it is lawful to compel one man to pay taxes to edi^cate another 
man's children, it must certainly be lawful to compel the party who 
is intended to be benefitted to send his children to school ; and also, 
that if the law is intended to protect the weak, its protection should 
certainly be extended to those children whose parents are so neglect- 
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ful of their interests as to fail to allow them to attend school at a 
time when they are unable to comprehend that those who should 
naturally seek to further their interest are thus depriving them of 
their only chance to become intelligent and useful citizens. 

There is one other matter against which I feel that I should enter 
my protest, and that is the action of our late Legislature in confer- 
ring upon the Boards of Education the power to employ teachers. 
1 know not how it may be in ofhor eounties, but in ours the Boards 
of Education had already assumed absolute powers in all save mat- 
ters of life and death ; and from what I have seen of the perform- 
ances of Boards of Education, it would not be a matter of surprise 
to me to see them revive the inquisition. They enact laws, repeal 
laws, violate laws, defy laws, appropriate the Teachers' Fund to pay 
the expenses of the Building Fund, and vice versa, appropriate the 
levy of one year to pay the expenses of another, issue drafts to in- 
demnify the sheriff when he has overpaid the amount levied, 'refuse 
to lay the levy when a majority of the votes in the district has de- 
cided that they should, organise themselves into a court in which 
they are prosecuting witness, attorney for the State^ judge and jury ; 
decide that only one of a family shall teach school in the district and 
then go contrary to their decision if the applicant happens to belong 
to the family of one of the Board. All this, and more as bad, 1 have 
known to be done by Boards of Education during my short expe- 
rience as County Superintendent of Free Schools, nor does the law 
provide any competent punishment for such violations of law. They 
may be fined or sued upon their official bond, but unfortunately they 
do not give any, and therefore I fear that this last Act of the Legis- 
lature extending their powers to the employment of teachers will 
prove the feather which will break the camel's back if they continue 
to exercise it as they have in some districts of this county. 

In my last report I recommended the abolition of the office of 
County Superintendent and I was j^leased to see that the Legislature 
acted upon my suggestion at least half way, that is, they abolished 
the duties of the office and retained almost half the pay. As I un- 
derstand the matter now, the duties of County Superintendent con- 
sist almost wholly in distributing blanks and making his report. 
A competent man, with competent secretaries of the Boards of Edu- 
cation (which, by the way, is an impossibility), can make his report 
in two or three days, and, by watching his opportunity, can distrib- 
ute the blanks without labor or expense, so that in our county when 
the levy is not voted down in any district the County Superintendent 
will get $125.00 for not more than five days' work, and this can be 
done at odd times so that it will not interfere with any other busi- 
ness, whereas before there was just work enough to keep a man 
from doing anything else and not pay enough to justify him in de- 
voting his entire time to the duties of the office. 

In conclusion I would again state, I am satisfied that if the office 
of County Superintendent was entirely abolished and the President 
of the Board of Examiners paid a stated sum for making the report 
that an amount could be saved sufficient to pay one competent Board 
of Examiners in each county, of whom the President of the Board 
of Education could be the secretary and receive reports from teach- 
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«rs and issue drafts and thus be in a condition to make an intelligent 
and correct report, which is more than any County Superintendent 
is able to do under the present system.

I herewith submit to you my second annual report of the common 
schools of Gilmer county for the school year, ending August 31, 1878. 

The statistics and financial report herewith returned are as accu- 
rate and complete as ii is possible for me to make them from the 
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material furnished me by the secretaries of the various boards of 

education 

I have, as 1 did last year, delayed completing this report until a 
late hour because of the tardiness of secretaries in furnishing me 
their annual reports. 

Jn some respects the free school of this county are making sure 
progress. By the aid of the branch normal school of Glenville, our 
teachers, as a class, are superior to those of any adjoining county ; 
and, as a general thing, during the last year, have tried to do their 
duty. The most serious difficulty with which we have had to contend is 
the small number of scholars attending the schools compared with the 
enumeration. The territory of many of the sub-districts is large and 
sparsely settled, so that in winter quite a number of the smaller child- 
ren are unable navigate the mud and the streams in order to attend 
school. At present I see no way by which this trouble may be obvi- 
ated, and we can only patiently wait for an increase of population, 
when we will be more able to make our sub-districts smaller. 

During the winter of 1878-9 I held a County Institute at Glenville 
which was well attended by the teachers, and by most of them a 
lively interest was manifested in the cause of education. 

An Institute was also held in August .of the present year by Prof. 
J. F. Wayman, under the "provision of the amended school law. This 
Institute was ably conducted, and I am only sorry to add that there 
were but few teachers who availed themselves of its privileges and 
benefits. 

The failure of the Legislature last winter to provide funds for the 
Normal Schools of the State, we fear will operate materially detri- 
mental to the best cause of education with us, as most of our teachers 
are from the Normal Schools.

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GRANT COUNTY— Edward F. Vossler, l^upt 

As usual, my annual report has been delayed by the tardiness and 
inefficiency of the Secretary of the Harman Independent School Dis- 
trict. All the other Secretaries reported in good time, and com- 
pletely, while the Harman report, though returned for correction, is 
still incomplete and not quite correct. 

The past school year has been one of average prosperity. We 
have built two school houses in the Harman Independent and Milroy 
Districts, and expended for building purposes $1,560.46. Another 
school house has been building in the former district during the 
past summer. Both independent districts will soon have neat and 
improved houses, well furnished, while Milroy is taking steps to re- 
place her log houses with bettor structures. I am sorry to report 
that in Union a very good and well furnished school house, nearly 
new, was burned by some miscreant or miscreants, during vacation, 
being the second house burned on the same spot. 

The attendance averaged 66 per cent., same as last year, and the 
average attendance, 40 per cent. — a fraction less than the preceding 
year. Our school population has increased 4^ per cent. 

We have employed or examined forty-six teachers, six of whom 
were female and three male colored, at an average salary of $31.67 
for white males, $28.40 for white females, $19.33 for colored. Aver- 
age salary for the county, $28.32. They taught in all 174 months, 
or 4.41Imonths per school, and of them twelve were awarded No. 1, 
twenty No. 2, twelve No. 3, one No. 4, one No. 5, and one ungraded 
(for colored) certificates. 

Two Teachers Institutes were held, one from the 16th to the 24th 
of December, 1878, by the County Superintendent, assisted by the 
members of the Board of Examiners, and another from the 28th o 
July to the 2d of August last, by Prof. U. S. Fleming. 

Attendance — The first under the late compulsory law showed 83 
per cent, and the second under the optional system 61 per cent of the 
teachers present. The conductor expressed himself as well pleased 
with the attendance, proficiency and bearing of the teachers present. 
While the latter seemed much gratified and benefited by the course 
of instruction pursued. 

It will be too early to express a decided opinon of the expediency of 
the latest changes of the School Laiv. My experience is that there has 
been to much changing of the law. The increase of the members con- 
stituting Boards of Education from three to five and the power of 
appointing teachers now vested in said boards instead of trustees, as 
heretofore, also the changes in the exoneration of teachers appear to 
me of unquestionable^ value. But the abolition of visits to schools by 
County Superintendents, I consider a decided injury to the school 
system. Schools ought to be looked after, they need the personal 
supervision of the County Superintendent, and it there has been so 
far, too little of it through the inefficiency of some Superintendents, it 
was a good reason for the removal of such remiss officers, but none 
for the abolition of the Supervisor himself. It seems strange logic 
to abolish visting schools altogether because so little has heretofore 
been done in that direction. I would add that my opinion on the 
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subject cannot possibly be influenced by reasons of a personal nature, 
this being my last term of oflSce.

GKEENBRIEE COUNT Y— Thos. H. Dennis, aSV^- 

I submit herewith my annual report of the workings of the free 
schools of Greenbrier county for the year ending August 31, 1879. I 
cannot claim that the report is entirely correct, though I think it is 
approximately so. I think that much of the difficulty, in getting 
correct reports from the district secretaries, results from the fact that 
they do not understand exactly what is called for by some of the 
headings in their reports. I think therefore that a few additional 
rules and explanations from the State Superintendent would be of 
much service to them. 

I doubt very much the wisdom of the institute law enacted by the 
last Legislature. The compulsory feature having been removed the 
attendance will generally be small, and the usefulness of the institute 
will thus be greatly impaired. Under the old law nearly every 
teacher in this county attended the institute, a large majority of them 
from five to eight days. Under the present law the institute held in 
this county in August last (1879), was very poorly attended, only 
twenty-eight out of one hundred and ton teachers in the county hav- 
ing been enrolled, I am informed that the attendance was no bet- 
ter in a great majority of the counties in this end of t^e State. I con- 
sider that provision of the new law which allows the State Superin- 
tendent to appoint the institute conductors, a wise provision, but I 
do not think that the so-called compulsory feature of the old law 
should have been removed.

You will observe that the reports for the respective districts .do not 
begin with the same balances that the last reports showed on the 
31st August, 1878, as they should do. The reason of that is this : For 
some years the settlements made by the sheriff with the commission- 
er of the court, as required by law, and those made with the Boards 
of Education have not agreed. It is proper that they should agree, 
and the commfssioner and myself went into an examination of the 
settlements for several years past, and whenevel* we found an error 
we corrected it. We ascertained that the correct balances on the 3l8t 
day of August, 1878, were those which you will find reported, both 
the county court and the respective Boards of Education having 
adopted our report and the said balances, so that both settlements 
agree as of that date, and I hope they will continue to do so. 

I have not reported a list ot teachers examined at the August ex- 
amination. As they are teachers, for session of 1879-80, I suppose 
they will properly come in the next report. 
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We have nothing of special interest to report. Our schools, as a 
rule, have run smoothly and satisfactorily. I think the disposition 
on the part of our teachers to improve themselves continues so far as 
the text books and subjects actually taught by them are concerned. 
I tear too little attention is paid to general improvement by a good 
many of them. Some take educational journals and other papers 
which are, of course, of great advantage to them, and makes them 
more successful as teachers than those who fail to avail themselves of 
these aids. 

We hope, our schools have improved and will continue to do so. 

The institutes have been well attended, and I have no doubt have 
been a benefit to that class of teachers who desire to be benefited, and 
who have the success of their profession at heart. 

The institute conducted by Prof. McMurran in August, was I think 
of decided advantage to those who had the good fortune to attend. 
His lectures were clear and very instructive. The attendance was 
not so good as desired, but better than we expected. The attention 
was good, and I think all were better for having been present. 

These institutes are valuable, not so much for the information im- 
parted, as that they stimulate teachers to study more fully the sub- 
jects that are brought to their attention, and show them how to teach 
those subjects. I think they should be continued. 

The change in the law by which county superintendents are not 
required to visit the schools is, in my judgment, an important one. 
I think that one of the most important duties that the superintendent 
had to perform. It is highly proper that there should be some one 
whose special duty it is to look after the schools and see that the 
people are getting value received for the money expended. I think 
the efficiency of the schools will be crippled by the change.

I herewith send you my annual report of the condition of free 
schools in Harrison county. You will find, as usual some discrepan- 
cies. It seems difficult to get secretaries to make a financial report 
just as it should be. We have a column, headed, *'From other sources." 
I think we should have another headed In other hands ; then we could 
give a satisfactory account of all funds. Secretaries are in the habit 
of reporting all the funds coming to the districts, in the hands of the 
sheriff. When funds so charged are coming from other sources, a set- 
tlement with the sheriff shows the report to be incorrect. 

The Legislature did a good thing for the State in curtailing the 
price of school books; I hope other changes made may prove as bene- 
ficial to the public at large. 

I have never been able to see the wisdom of the change made with 
regard to "Teachers' Institutes." But I hope time and experience- 
will bring convincing proof of it. 

The institute for this county, held in Shinnston last August, and 
conducted by Prof. Wade, of Morgantown, was a great success. Yet 
about one-half of our teachers were absent, and as a rule, those who 
stand in the greatest need of institute instruction. There should be 
some conditions provided to compel the teacher to do institute work. 

It gives me pleasure to state that our schools, generally speaking, 
are in a prosperous condition. We hope the time not far distant 
when our citizens will call for more schools, and will not be satisfied 
with four months. One district had six months last year. The in- 
dependent districts had from six to nine months. The school in 
Clarksburg, Prof. C. W. Lynch, Sup't, is continued about nine months 
each year, and is doing a good work.

I have the honor herewith to present you the annual report of the 
schools of Jackson county for the school year ending August 31, 1879. 
And while this report is not as accurate in every paticularas it should 
be, yet it is as nearly correct as it could be made from the reports of 
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the secretaries. Some mistakes occurred in the district reports with 
reference to releases and delinquencies, there is however a marked 
improvement in these reports over the past year. 

As it regards the school work of the county, the year ending 
August 31st, 1879, has been one of interest and improvement. The 
teachers have seemed to teach with a higher appreciation of their 
calling than formerly. They have labored to improve themselves 
both in the art of teaching and in knowledge of the branches taught 
and as a result the schools have been of a higher order than in the 
years of the past. You ask for specific remarks as to the operation 
of the school law. There seemed to be a good deal of friction in the 
school work under the present system. The amended school law 
does not meet with general approbation in the county. Especially 
the system of locating the teachers by the Board of Education. 
There is much opposition to this arrangement and great dissatisfac- 
tion prevails in some districts and unless some change should be 
made by the next Legislature, there will be quite a number of the 
citizens of the this county that will vote against "power to levy.*' 
The old method of three trustees works much better than the pres- 
ent plan. Our citizens are anxious that some change may be made 
that will be & permanent improvement in our school system.

In compliance with the requirements of our school law, I herewith 
submit my annual report of the condition of the free schools of Jef- 
ferson county, for the school year ending August 31, 1879. Owing 
to the prevalence of diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping- 
cough, and other diseases in this county during the winter and early 
spring months, our schools wore seriously crippled and the average 
attendance materially reduced; 

I visited every school in the county once, and some of them twice, 
and found them in a fair condition, excepting a few. A majority of 
our teachers labored, I believe, faithfully and conscientiously ; a few, 
however, did not acquit themselves so creditably. Our Institute, al- 
though ably conducted by Prof. Jos. McMurran, was not as success- 
ful as we had anticipated it would be, the attendance of teachers be- 
ing small, and but little interest manifested by either the teachers or 
people. 

I made an effort to obtain correct reports from the Secretaries or 
our Boards, to enable me to make, if possible, something like an ac- 
curate financial report, and I flatter myself that the one now pre- 
sented, though it may show a few immaterial discrepancies, easily 
explained, is substantially correct. Our Sheriff made prompt and 
satisfactory settlements with our Boards of Education, showing an 
aggregate unexpended balance on hand of over $3,000. We received 
$1,29425 of taxes from the Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad Company, 
for the year 1878.

The delay of this report beyond my customary time has been occa- 
sioned by the Boards of Education in two of the districts, which 
failed to make settlements with the Sheriff in proper time. Doubt* 
less this has been purely accidental. 
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As this is my last report, I hope I may be pardoned if 1 say a 
word in favor of the County Superintendency. I think it has been 
the primary cause of the acknowledged advancement of free schools 
in general, and of those of the rural districts in particular. Teachers 
have generally heeded our advice, and Boards of Education have, 
very generally, accepted and acted upon our counsels for the past 
six years. As a result of such liarmonious action, we can to-day 
show as much improvement in our school buildings, furniture, and 
such matters, as can be presented elsewhere, in counties of corre- 
sponding size, in the State. 

But the system has its defects. Dependence on political influences 
is one of them. Another is the insufficiency of the salary. These 
causes combined will keep many competent persons out of office, and 
will be the cause of electing some t^iat might be better employed in 
other pursuits. As for the salary, I think it should (extra expenses 
deducted) be at least as high as the salary of tho best teachers in the 
county. Can any good reason be urged to cause an inferior to ob- 
tain a less salary than a superior in any pursuit? I admire economy, 
but parsimony in public affairs is, .to iny mind, the most contemptible 
meanness ! Who does not know that the salary of $125.00 per annum 
will not enable the incumbent of the office to buy his stationery, room, 
lights, postage, etc.; yet, such is the astute wisdom of the majority of 
the law-makers who, at the recent session of the Legislature, enacted 
such a law as will, if not repealed, work ruin to the general system. 
Offer good, reasonable wages ; demand adequate work, and employ 
men of whom such work can, bo reasonably expected. The interest 
of ttfb free schools is the paramount interest of every sensible citizen 
and it is to be hoped sensible citizens will ever be in the majority, 
while croakers and pretended friends will ever be in the minority. 
This we may expect if we keep constantly and actively at work for 
the good and welfare of the free schools. Competent surpervi8ion,or 
none, is as necessary as anything else, and we cannot expect this un- 
less we are willing to pay for it. Either pay for the office or abolish 
it, is the prevailing sentiment among our people, without regard to 
party. They say '*no man can have the supervision over one hun- 
dred and sixty-eight schools for the pitiful sum of $125.00 per 
annum." 

In former reports frequent allusion has been made to the teacher's 
work, because they are a very important factor in the school work ; 
but I would not leave the impression that a teacher, no matter how 
good, is the de novo for school success. The best schools are found 
where the best grown up people live. Parents and citizens should 
visit the schools often, and thus give the encouragement of their 
presence and interest. A most unwise thing for any parent to do is 
to speak against a teacher in the presence and hearing of his chil- 
dren. In this respect the Germans set a laudable example for us, for 
they train their children to honor, love and obey the teacher at all 
times. In this way they very materially aid in the proper education 
of their children. How strange it is that any parent should stir up 
his children to disobedience and rebellion in the school room ! No 
pupil will fare ill at the hands ol his teacher if he is uniformly in the 
line of his duty. * In every possible way we ought to put our seal of 
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approval upon good behavior, and the mark of condemnation upon 
truancy, idleness, and disobedience. Our past success leads us to 
hope for great improvement in the future. Let parents, then, co- 
operuto with the teachers and school officers in bringing about a re- 
form that is much needed. While the home rule need not be made 
of iron, it should be sufficiently firm to make itself known and ro- 
cf>gni/ed. The seeds are now being sown which may spring up, 
either for the welfare or ruin of the youth of the State. Is it not 
tru<5 that we have gone on the plan of offering rewards for obedience 
jfihteud of teaching a child that it is his duty to be obedient whether 
Utt in rewarded or not? Here is a great weakness on the part of those 
who huvo the management of children. 

Ill ronc.liiding this report it may be said that although our schools 
have preHonted no startling or dazJ:ling educational movements, there 
JM no groat cause for discouragement. While much has been accom- 
plihhed in various parts of the county to promote the welfare of the 
fc<tho<ilM, there remains a vast amount of labor to be performed to re- 
iiiove all the obstacles that now seem to hinder their perfect work. 

The Mpirit of our people is to sustain the "people's colleges*' and 
MUmiii) the children thoroughly for the performance of the duties of 
Ijle, to which they will be called to fill. 

(Jur teachors have very generally attended upon the work of the 
Teaeher'H Institutes and have been greatly benefited thereby. They 
recognize them as among the best agencies for preparing the teachers 
lor their ))r()lesBion, and also for showing them what kind of prepa- 
ration they need at the present. • 

I cannot close this report without stating my appreciation of all 
our teachers and school officers who have uniformly extended to me 
HO many kindnesses and courtesies during my arduous duties as super- 
intendent, enabling me to carry out my plans and purposes as I de- 
sired. These acts will never be forgotten, and to one and all I re- 
turn unfeigned acknowledgements of gratitude. I trust my suc- 
cessor may be able to do more good for the general . cause than I 
have ever done, and be the means of raising the educational stand- 
ard higher and higher over the mountains, valleys and plains of 
Kanawha county.

This is my fifth annual report to the department of free schools, 
and for this, like its predecessors, I beg pardon for being a little "bo- 
hind time." 

It is a very difficult matter to get a report in on time, as the re- 
port of secretaries have to be corrected, some times returned, and 
various causes occasion delay. 

Aside from the general features of this report I have nothing ol 
interest to add in this phice. The condition of the finances in this 
county is improving; our teachers are all promptly paid, and there 
seems to be a balance in favor of most of the districts. I may say, 
however, that we never have experienced much trouble regarding the 
payment of teachers, as the sheritt* has been able in most cases to 
honor all the drafts the boards have issued, but the secretaries in 
some cases have had trouble in keeping their balances correct; but 
since the frequent settlements with the sheriffs have now to be made, 
1 think this difficulty will disappear. The financial report from the 
independent district was not entirely satisfactory, but having been 

7 
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delayed two weeks in making my own report on account of it, I bad 
not time to return it or investigate it, but transmit it to yon as it 
came to me. 

Owing to the financial depression prevailing here as elsewhere, the 
wages of teachers have been lessened in all the districts, but no diffi- 
culty in obtaining a sufficient number of practical teachers will be ex- 
perienced on this account. 

The Weston graded school has opened with Prof. L..C. Crippen as 
Principal, arid Prof. H. G. Lawson, as first assistant. 

The schools throughout the county will bo in session again the 5th 
of Nov. 1879.

LINCOLN COUNTY— F, M, Yickers, Supt 

It affords me pleasure to report that the schools of -Lincoln county 
nave been a success during the past year. There has been since my 
last report a decided improvement. The schools were better attended 
than formerly, hence a larger amount of good has been acccomplished. 

Still a county as poor as this cannnot be expected to have a truly 
efficient system of schools, while under so unjust and unequal a sys- 
tem of taxation. Some districts can never run the schools four 
months, although they lay the levy to the extent of the law. 
This levy with the State Fund will not run the schools more than 
three months.

The Slate Fund should be large enough with the levy, to run the 
schools at least four months in every district in the State. 

It is unjust to tax one district three times as much on the dollar as 
another, and give the former only half the schooling that the latter 
has, as is often the case under the present system. 

Even the high taxation which has been necessary in our county to 
run the schools is borne without a murmur. We are willing to be 
taxed for the support of schools, and have borne the taxes to the 
full extent of the law, still in some districts it is impossible to con- 
tinue the schools longer than three months. 

We do think thai this is unjust, for it is not equal and uniform tax- 
ation. 

1 still adhere to my opinion suggested in my former report, that 
the district boards should be abolished and in lieu thereof, there 
should be organized a county Board of Education composed of one 
commissioner from each county school district. Which board should 
have all the power vested in the present District Boards. Pay those 
members a sufficient salary to enable us to get good business men to 
compose the board. 

The importance of this change is to give uniformity of term and 
salaries throughout the county, which we can never have under the 
present arrangements. 

Give us this important change in our school system ; and in pro- 
cess of time our free school system will grow to maturity and be- 
come the pride of our State. 

I close this, my fourth annual report, by returning my heartfelt 
thanks to the citizens, teachers and pupils of Li^ncoln county, for the 
undivided friendship which has been so generously bestowed upon 
me while visiting schools.

In making this my second annual report ot the condition of the 
free sciiooU of Ibis county, 1 am sorry to say that my report has been 
delayed on account of the non -coming in of the secretaries' reports 
from some of the districts until tiiis late date, and that they arc so 
incorrect or imperfect that it is almost impossible to make anytiiing 
like a true report of the workings of the free school sj'stem in this 
mountain county, though the musses continue to vote for the levy. 
And to carry on the scliools the levy, laid to the extent of the law, 
runs our schools about two and one-half months throughout the 
count}*. Chapmansville district, it will be seen, runs its schools 
three months during the year. This is on account of good manage- 
ment ot the Boards of Education in dividing the district only into 
nine sub-districts, and having an enumeration of four hundred chil- 
dren, while the other districts are sub-divided into so many sub-dis- 
tricts that the enumeration of youth does not run their schools more 
than two months. The school law, I think, might bo so amended na 
to discontinue sub-districts where the enumeration does not exceed 
twenty-five. The money should be apportioned by the Boards of 
Education according to the number of y<»uth in each sub-district, and 
when any sub-district for any good cause fail to have a school for any 
year, the Board should not use the money in any way, but to let it 
stand to the credit of the subdistrict, so that if any sub districts 
should want to pat two or more j'^ears' money together for the pur- 
pose of continuing their school for any length ot time over the lour 
months prescribed by law, they might have the right so to do. 

Professor W. J. Kenney, who conducted our Teachers* Institute at 
Logan C. H. for this school year, had quite a success. The teachers 
turned out well and gave good attention, and all were well pleased 
with and will remember our noble State Superintendent for sending 
us the scholarly gentleman to conduct our Institute. Mr. Kenney 
left many good impressions upon the minds of our teachers that will 
be remembered.

With those remarks I sabmit to you my statistical and financial 
report of the Free Schools of Marion county for the years 1878-9, as 
required by law. The fi«)ures are as correct as it is possible to make 
them, considering the many imperfections in the reports of the sec- 
retaricrt. 

It ^ives me pleasure to be able to report general success in the 
school work through the year. All the schools were visited by me, 
and thoy were found to be on the whole in a healthy condition. I 
give it as my opinion, based on the result of observation, that greater 
satisfuction was rendered by the teachers during the term than ever 
before. However this may bo, certainly as a class the teachers are 
making great improvement. It is discouraging though, to notice 
BO general a d'spos tlon on the part of the Boards of Education to pay 
them less and less for their services, as they become in fact, more and 
more deserving. Should we continue prosperous for any length of 
time under such a state of affairs, our prosperity will be a thing to be 
wondered at by those who know most of the educational problem. 
The sure tendency of such a course is to drive those who are worthy 
of better treatment from the field, leaving the work in'the hands of 
the poorly qualified and inexperienced, who alone can afford and 
will feel content to engage in teaching. 

Some changes I think are demanded in the School Law. The sal- 
aried of teachers should be required to be uniform over the county. 
As it is, the Boards of Education are likely to fix upon as many dif- 
ferent figures of salary for the same grade of teachers as there are 
different districts in the county. It is obviously unjust that "C" a 
teacher of equal standing in every respect with **D*' should labor for 
five or ten dollars (or even one or two dollars) less per month than 
"D," in no more widely seperated *Mines" than adjoining districts of 
the same county. Asto the propriety of certain changes made by our 
last Legislature, lam forced to entertain serious doubts. Vesting 
the power of appointing the teachers in the Boards of Education may 
in time prove best, but there are in my opinion serious objections to 
the system in the present condition of things in our State, and espec- 
ially in our county. I am fully persuaded that the purpose of the 
law is good, but fear that its practical operation with us for a season 
will not be satisfactory. Already there is a widespread complaint. 
It is granted that this power should rest with a more intelligent 
and discreet body of oflBcers than are likely to compose a Board of 
Trustees, but as matters are at present, the requsite qualifications for 
a wise discharge of this function are scarce more likely to be found in 
a Board of Education than in a body of Trustees. At all events it 
appears that it might be safer, at least for a time, to divide this 
important power among a greater number of individuals than 
to give it into the bands of a few comprising a Board of 
Education, such as we are likely to get in the excitement 
of an election by the people. The changes in the County Super- 
in tendency and that in the law of Teachers Institutes, I fear were 
both unwise. The former, however, I regard as the greater mistake ; 
wo are now virtually without county supervision, as the Superinten- 
dent is not required to visit the schools and direct in the matter of 
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instruction. If any change was needful, it was to add to4^he work 
of the office sufficiently to occupy the entire time of the Superinten- 
dent, and to add to his salary accordingly. The change relative to 
the furnishing of text-books can not but meet with general favor. 
There has come up one continuous cr}" that our school books have cost 
us too much, and now that the arrangement has effected to reduce 
the price, every one who has had any experience in purchasing text 
books will certainly rejoice. 

The graduating system introduced by me the previous year was 
kept in operation through the term. Ninety-seven pupils passed the 
examination and received certificates. One hundred and twenty-eight 
passed the year befbie ; so that in all, two hundred and twenty-five of 
our scholars have graduated, so to speak, since the plan was intro- 
duced. Classes have been formed for future years, and mf successor 
informs me that he will continue the work. I enclose you with this, 
a copy of my second annual catalogue reporting these classes in full, 
and giving list of scholar graduates, list of teachers employed, etc. 

In closing a term of four 3'^ears service at the head of the five schools 
of the county, I feel assured that I have done the best I could to ad- 
vance the cause, and I hold in grateful remembrance the many teachers 
and friends who by word or deed, afforded me kindly encouragement 
by the way. The work I leave in the hands of Mr. S. C. Parish, a 
gentleman well qualified for the office, and who, I have no doubt, will 
labor earnestly for the future good of the schools. As you desire 
bhort reports, I will not lenghten out my remarks.

The transmission to you of this my fourth annual report of the 
free schools of Mason county concludes my services as County S.u- 
|jcrintendcnt of this county, and I am constrained to say that tiie 
severing of the relation that 1 have thus sustained to the people oc- 
casions me, on the one hand, to experience a feeling of relief 
and pleasure, and on the other, sadness and depression — relief, 
because of the ^reat responsibilities which the office imposes frcim 
which I am released, and depression, because of the many happy 
hours enjoyed in my visits to the public Fchools, during which my 
associations with teachers and pupils afforded me much pleasure and 
gratification, to a repetition ot which I shall not soon again be treated. 

During the past four years there has been a commendable progresis 
in the free school work of our county, and a spirit of improvement 
and advancement seems to inspire the miijority of teachers and 
school officers jn the discharge of their respective duties. On the 
part of the teachers, it is due them to say that they have exerted 
themselves, in many instances, to attain to a higher standard of in- 
tellectual and moral culture with most pleasing and promising re- 
sults. We have within our own county borders a corps of tcfltbhers 
that can most acceptably meet the demands of our people in educa- 
ting and training the youths of our county. The good (eflTects • of 
Teachers' Institutes cannot be over estimated in inspiring teachers 
with professional pride and inciting them to take a high stand in the 
work of educating the young. Two such Institutes have been held 
in this county during the school 3*ear last past and the attendance) of 
teachers was largo and the interest manifested by the citizens great. 
The opposition to our system of free schools has not been entirely 
dissipated, but there is now no strenuous or decided opposition, and 
the olyections formerly urged to our present system of education are 
fa^t disappearing as its operation and fruits are seen and enjoyed. 
But perhaps there never will be a time when prejudice and bias may 
not oflf'er some criticism to our schools, but its effect will be so weak 
and transient as to leave no impression upon the minds of their sup- 
porters. 

As to the operation of our school law, 1 have nothing further to 
say than thatl would advise against frequent changes being made in 
the school law, as changes tend to create confusion among those who 
are called to look after the interests of our schools and discharge the 
duties of school officers. As to the statistical and financial part oi 
my report, 1 have to say that it is in the main correct.

I hereby transmit to you my annual report as County Superintend- 
ent of schools for Mercer County, for the school year ending 31st day 
of Au^rnst, 1879. 

It will be scon from this report that the schools of this county were 

run fur only lour months during the year; this h owing to the fact 

^ that funds necessary to continue them longer in operation cannot be 

obtained in this xjounty under the present system oi taxation. While 

u very large majority of the substantial citizens of this county are 

' fully aware of the necessity of a free school system of education, yet 

; the taxation necessary to- keep the schools running even for four 

months during the!year; is so onerous and oppressive as to create 

voiy considerable prejudice against our present system of free schools. 

Persons opposed to the system upon other grounds, use this as an 
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argument against it, and in August last came very near defeating 
the levy in two districts in this county. As far as this county is con- 
cerned, this can only be removed by placing the tree school system, 
upon a State basis. 

The school houses of this county are as good, and are made as com- 
fortable as possible under the circumstances. Our teachers are grad- 
ually becoming more industrious and more efficient, but their salaries 
this year have been reduced to a mere pittance, which has produced 
discouragement and dissatisfaction.

MONKOE COUNTY— J. P. Campbell, Supt. 

I havo the honor to transmit to yon this annual report of tho con- 
dition of free schools of Monroo County for tho school yoar ending 
August 31st, 1879. I had hoped to bo able to mako and forward it 
within the time required by law, but owing to tho failure of two of 
the district secretaries to make theirs in time, I am a few days behind 
time. These failures be^in with the trustees, who almost unanimously 
fail to discharge the duties required of them. Observation convinces 
me that tho trusteeship does not add anything to the efficiency of our 
school system. I was pleased with the act of the late Legislature dis- 
pensing with two-thirds of the evil, by reducing the number required 
for each school from three to one. 

The men composing the Board of Education of tho various districts 
of this county, whose term of office expired with the beginning of this 
school year, discharged their duties faithfully. They were much 
censured by some of the teachers for reducing tho touchers' salaries, 
but all things considered I think thoy were about right. Wo havo 
too many young, inexperienced teachers for them to expect liberal 
salaries. I think the law fixing teachers' salaries according to tho 
grade of their certificates, should bo bo amended as to discriminate 
between teachers of several yours experience and those just entering 
upon the profession, though they possess the same grade of certificate. 
Something of this kind must bo done in order to induc*e persons to 
make teaching a profession. 

Institutes were held at different times and places during the year, 
whieli were well attended, most of the teachers making the full time 
of attendance required ot them by law, but it was evident that it was 
with reluctance on tho part of many who would not have attended 
but for the pro rata reduction from their salaries for tho time of non- 
attendance. 

I refrain from comments on the late amendments to tho school law, 
till they shall have been tried.

In forwarding? my report of the free schoolft of this county for the 
your cntlin*? Auiijii.st 31, 1879, 1 think I can safely state that we are 
making pro<jros8 in several important particulars. In Cacapon dis- 
trict two now and handsome school houses were erected at a cost of 
about $450.00 each — one bomg for the colored school at the village of 
Pawpaw, Whilst the school population was a little smaller than in 
the j)rcccding year, yet the attendance was the largest and most reg- 
ular, and the whole number of n;onths tav.ght the ijroatest we have 
ever had. I visited every school in the county at least once. 
This afforded me an op|)ortunity not only of witnessing the 
interior working of the schools, but of conversing with the 
teachers, the school officers and patrons in regard to them, and if they 
were not running properly to ascorlain what the difficulties were. 
I found a very large majority of them giving entire satislaclion. As 
a further evidence of this, nearly half our teachers have been en- 
gaircd to teach again the same schools they taught last winter. 

The vote in favor of school levy was almost unanimous. Our 
present sheritf has settled with all our Boards of Education and has 
paid all our teachers promptly. 
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Our coanty Teachers' Institute, held in Bath last winter, under the 
law of 1877, was attended by all our teachers except those from 
Sleepy Creek district, and they were excused, by their Board of Ed- 
ucation, from attending upon condition of teaching twenty-two days 
to the month. The average daily attendance of teachers at the In- 
stitute was eighty-five per cent, of those enrolled. The Institute 
hold in Bath in August last, under the law of 1879, was but slimly 
attended. The blanks for secretaries* reports, as well as the reports 
themselves, are much more full and satisfactory than they were a 
few years ago, when made under the old forms. 

It is to be regretted that some of our ex-sheriffs have not yet made 
their final settlements with all our Boards of Education. If more 
promptness could be secured in this matter, the tax-payers would 
frequently be relieved from paying twice for the same thing. As an 
instance of the hardships arising from this negligence, the Board 
of Education of Sleepy Creek district, in April, 1873, gave an order 
on the Sheriff in favor of the builder of a schoolhouse for his money. 
Very little, if any, effort was made by the holder of the order to col- 
lect his money until the expiration of nearly five years from the date 
of the ordei^, when he brought suit against the Board of Education^ 
the Sheriff in the meantime having become insolvent. The Board 
pleaded that they had levied the money ; that the people had paid 
the money into the hands of the Sheriff, and that the holder of the 
order should have looked to the Sheriff and his sureties before they 
became insolvent. The matter is still in litigation. 

You will also observe that the balance to the credit of the districts 
in this report is not as much as the amount reported unexpended at 
the close of last year's report. This difference arises chiefly in the 
Bath district, and in this way: For several years the amount due 
the ex-Sheriff has been reported as so much money on hand; but as 
it may never be collected, it was thought prudent to drop the amount 
from our reports until it is collected and then report it as so much 
money on hand. 

The late amendments to the school law can better be commented 
upon after they shall have been tried than now. Taking all things 
into consideration, I think we have reason to be thankful tor the prog- 
ress we are making in free school matters in this county.

JSIICHOLAS COUNTY— Jos. L. Smith, Sup't 

My report is as nearly correct as I can make it. Some of the district 
secretaries are inexperienced; in some of the districts these officers are 
changed annually, and errors in accounts and reports are therefore to 
be expected. Most of the districts are in debt, and consequently the 
balance is against the district instead of being to its credit, and owing 
to the arrangement of the blanks, cannot be exhibited in the reports. 
One district, Kentucky, has become so much involved, that the friends 
of the school system united with its enemies at the recent election in 
voting down the levy; their object being to pay off old scores, and 
start anew. 

On the whole, the schools of our county are doing a good work — a 
work which becomes better by each year's experience. Our teachers, 
already said to compare favorably with those of any county in the 
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State, aro evidently advancing in all the essentials of saccessfal teach- 
ing. The people generally are bcginninfj to rej^ard the publii; school 
system a neccbsity, and any direct eflbrt to abolish it would meet with 
iar greater and more general opposition than was encountered in its 
establishment. True, the public school sj'stem of West Virginia has 
enemies, ver3' biiter and dangerous ones, as was evidenced b}' the 
Legislature of last winter; but these enemies are not the people o( this 
section of the State, nor do they represent these people when they at- 
tempt by legislation or otherwise, to destroy our public school system, 
or lessen the power of our schools ior good. Keep the enemies of the 
schools out oi the Legislature, and teach the j'oung i^olons who 
make the biennial pilgrimage to Wheeling, that the school law was 
not designed to afford them material upon which to exercise their law 
mending ingonuitj*, merclj^, and then the public schools of West Vir- 
ginia will soon become the peers of any in our country.

OHIO COUNTY— J. C. Maxwell, Supt 

The past 3'oar has boon of general prosperity in the schools of 
this county, so far, at least, as the satisfaction ^iven by teachers is 
conccrnctl. Out of the forty- two teachers who have been employed 
during the year, not more than two or three have failed to ^ive satis- 
faction. Of these teachers there were but six who were not residents 
of our own State. The day appears to have arrived, when this part 
of the State at least, can supply her own schools with teachers. Of 
these forty-two teachers, seventeen were not subject to examination, 
most of the latter number being graduates of the Normal School. 

As the population increases, our Boards of Education find it nec- 
essary to subdivide sub-districts, erect new school houses, and build 
additions to old ones. Triadelphia District built this year one new 
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house, and placed a second-story on another. Liberty District had 
arrangements in progress for two or three new houses which will 
probably be built this fall and appear in mext year's report. Eich- 
land District, judging from the average attendance^ has more school 
houses than necessary — not for the amount of territory, nor for the 
enumeration, but for the actual attendance. The average attendance 
in this district is but twenty-nine per cent, of the enumeration. The 
average attendance in the whole county is thirty-six per cent, of the 
enumeration, while the enrolled number is sixty- two per cent, of the 
enumeration. Irregular attendance is the great barrier to success in 
our free schools. 

In my tabular report, the school houses of Liberty District have 
been represented as having good furniture while the value is estima- 
ted at $25.00 per house. The furniture is sound and substantial, but 
rather antiquated. These houses will, I presume, be supplied with 
more modern furniture at no distant period. In this district there 
is one colored school. A new house will be erected for them this fall. 

Teachers' Institutes were held at two different points in the county, 
Triadelphia and West Liberty. Sessions of five days were held at 
each place, supplemented by monthly meetings, making eight days of 
Institute at each place. I am certain much good was accomplished 
at these Institutes. The five days' Institute, as provided for by the 
acts of last winter, was held in Triadelphia, and conducted by Prof. 
J. C. Henry, Superintendent ol the Wheeling City Schools, There 
was a much larger attendance than we had anticipated, the number 
of teachers enrolled being forty- two, while the daily average attend- 
ance was twenty-five. Much interest was manifested by the teachers 
who were present, some wishing the session was longer. I am not 
sure, however, that this plan of holding Institutes is preferable to the 
old one. It seems to be bad policy to employ experts to conduct In- 
stitutes, and pay them $5 per day, while the teachers are not com- 
pelled to attend. While the attendance at this place was good, there 
were many of our resident teachers who were not present. 

The dissatisfaction with the present system of appointing teacher^ 
seems to be universal. I have not conversed with a single individual, 
either patron, school officer or teacher, who is satisfied with the law 
as it now stands. The people, with one voice, say, give us the form- 
er system, that of the trustees of each sub-district employing the 
teacher for that sub-district. 

I visited every school in the county once, some of them oftener, 
and found the teachers laboring with apparent earnestness and zeal. 

I believe the reduction of superintendents' salaries and the non- 
requirement of visiting, to be a bad step. There will now bo no one, 
whoso special business it will be, to look after the management of the 
schools, and although the visits of County Superintendents were not 
productive of the good they might h^ve been, yet they were some 
incentive to teacher and scholar t6 do their duty and show they were 
progressing. What we really wanted was still more supervision ; we 
wanted a County Superintendent with more salary and more work 
and authority — a salary which would justify a better class of men in 
accepting the position and in giving their whole attention to the 
schools while they were in session.

In transmitting to you my second annual report, it is both gratify- 
ing to the patrons of the schools, as well as to myself, that I can re- 
port an increased efficiency of our teachers, who are showing a 
greater interest in their work than they ever have done heretofore. 
This increased efficiency has been brought about by our rigid exami- 
nations, the Institute element of the late amended school law, and 
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the work of the several normal schools taught in the county the two 
last years. Education is making general and permanent progress 
throughout the county. 

During the school year just closed, a normal school was taught at 
Portland, by Prof. Fike, at which every facility was available for ac- 
quiring a complete primary education, together with all the branches 
taught in a complete academic course. Doubtless this was the most 
efficient school taught in the county for years. And from present in- 
dications denotes a permanent continuance. Its success is due in 
part to our rigid examination of teachers, the enterprise of its schol- 
arly principal, and the citizens of the town of Portland who are pa- 
tronizing this school very liberally. To omit mention of the labors 
ot Prof. Hawthorne, who taught a normal school at Kingwood dur- 
ing the summer, with a fair attendance, would bo injustice to him. 
Much credit is duo to him for his effort to keep up a school in King- 
wood, and for the industry and interest manifested lo culture his 
pupils. 

There has also been an increase of attendance of pupils at the dis- 
trict free schools during the last session of school, which is very 
gratifying to the friends of education. The sessions of the several 
Institutes held in the districts of the county doubtless had their effect 
to inflnence parents, causing them to send their children more regu- 
larly to school and arousing a deeper and more general interest 
in education and culture than had ever been felt before. If 
Teachers' Institutes have proved a fail lire. in some of the counties of 
this State, their practical utility is visible in this. They certainly 
have been the means of mirroring to the teacher and parent the ne- 
cessity of a broader and more permanent foundation, laid in the pri- 
mary branches, and that success is only obtained by labor and cul- 
ture. Five new school houses have been contracted for within the 
past school year, with the view of having them finished for school at 
the opening school session. Of these houses, two are being built in 
Portland, one in Keno and two in Valley Districts. Four of these, 
when finished, ready for school, will cost about $450 00 each'. In the 
village of Masontown, Valley district, a very neat and convenient 
house is being built, with a view of appropriating one of the rooms 
to accommodate a normal school in connection with the district 
school when needed. Much credit is due to the enterprising people 
of this village for the interest taken to advance education in the dis- 
trict, and to furnish it with a suitable house for this purpose. This 
house is principally built by the enterprise ot the neighborhood, the 
Board of Education appropriating about the same amount of funds 
to it that it had appropriated to the other houses of the district. 
Some time during last summer Lyon district, unfortunately, had one 
of itQ. houses consumed by fire. The Board of Education, however, 
at once met in session and considered the propriety and necessity of 
rebuilding without delay, so as to have the loss repaired when the 
time for opening the schools would arrive. 

In concluding this report, I embrace this opportunity of extend- 
ing my thanks to the gentlemen who have been associated with me 
as members of the Board of Examiners, to whom I shall ever feel 
grateful for their aid, efficiency and willingness to advance the stand- 
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ard of scholarship of teachers employed in the free schools of the 
county. Much of the honor is due to these gentlemen, as well as to 
others, for the success that has attended our efforts during the past 
two years for the revival and interest now felt in educating the youth 
of the county.

This county is divided into seven school districts with an aggregate 
of sixty-six houses and seventy schools. We are gratified to report 
favorably in regard to the progress of education in this county. 
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The districts are tolerably well supplied with houses, and the teach- 
ers have made quite an improvement in the mode of teaching. In 
the past we have hired a number of teachers from other counties, 
but we are bow able to fill our schools with home teachers. The 
sheriff has paid a greater amount of orders this year, than in any 
previous year, and the districts have a balance on hand. One house 
was burned in Shady Spring District; the work of an incendiary. 
Tbe average daily attendance is by no means what it should be, but 
we have no remedy to suggest. The County Institute held at Eal- 
eigh Court House, and conducted by Prof.* J. L. Smith was a success. 
Teachers manifested quite an interest, and the attendance was good. 
The professional gentlemen of the town took a part, giving lectures 
at the night exercises. The reason why there were only fifty-four 
certificates granted by the County Board of Examiners, is that Prot 
Kenney,* who conducted the Peaboby Institute at Kaleigh Court 
House last year, granted certificates to teachers who attended said 
Institute, and the Boards of Education accepted them as certificates 
of qualifications to teachers.

Eoane county has eight districst, Center, Harper, Greary, Smithfield, 
Spencer, Spencer Independent, Reedy and Walton, and they are sub- 
divided as follows : Curtis 9 ; Harper 11 ; Geary 10 ; Smithfield 12 ; 
Spencer 16 ; Spencer Independent 1 ; Eeedy 11 ; and Walton 13. 
Curtis district has two frame and six log houses. Those of the log 
are poor, in amanner worthless buildings, rudeamd imperfectly seated; 
with furniture and apparatus of little value. The frame are good and 
well furnished with furniture and apparatus. 

Harper district has eleven very poorly constructed log houses, badly 
furnished; and in fact uncomfortable. The value of these houses as 
given in the statistical report is far beyond the real value. Geary dis- 
trict has five frame school houses which are well enough furnished 
to be comfortable, and has six log houses which were poorly construct- 
ed and indifferently supplied with furniture and apparatus, and the 
statistical report shows that too much has been paid for their con- 
struction. 

Smithfield district has twelve school houses, six frame and six log ; 
as a general thing the frames are ^ood buildings with superior work- 
manship, well seated and good apparatus, and the log houses are 
rude and different, and the accommodations are bad for the purpose 
intended. Though the schools are in a prosperous condition through 
the efforts of the district board in securing No. 1 teachers. 

Spencer district has five frame and eleven log houses. The frames 
are good houses and well furnished, the logs are poorly seated, open 
and generally unfit for winter schools. 

Spencer Independent district has one frame house with two rooms; 
tolerably well furnished with desks and apparatus, it had an ad- 
dition of one room built this year, cost, $257.00. 
Eeedy district has eleven school houses, eight frame and three log. 
The frames are poor houses for the price of each, seats are long and 
xinhandy for the school room, the apparatus is comparatively worth- 
less. These houses were built at an enormous cost which involved the 
district so that the building fund has been a burden to the taxpayers. 
The threu log houses are of little value but afford tolerable accommoda- 
tions for schools. 

Walton district has thirteen school houses, five frame and^ eight 
log. The frames are good houses well supplied with seats and toler-

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ably good apparatus. The log houses like those of the other districts, 
are open, uncomfortable, badly seated and much in need of repairs, 
and worthless in comparison to the statistical report. Had the Boards 
of Education and County Superintendent looked to the importance 
of securing good houses well furnished from the beginning, and only 
building the number the district was able to pay for each year, our 
county would now have good houses and the building tax would not 
be such a burden to the taxpayer. 7 made it a rule to never approve a 
specification^ unless it called fox a good house well seated and furnished and 
to he put up in good workmanlike order, if not 1 would write the necessary 
corrections to make it one. Hence the eleven now houses built daring 
my term of oflSce are decidedly superior to any others of the county. 

As a general thing our schools are steadily progressing, as long as 
we can secure good and eflScient teachers they will continue so ; but 
if the Boards keep reducing the salaries of first-class teachers they 
will leave the profession and our schools will be taught by worthless 
and incompetent instructors. 

We have many active and earnest teachers who have qualified 
themselves for the school work, and desire its uninterrupted progress, 
while we have others that care nothing for the cause, seek no improve- 
ment, remain a source of annoyance and interruption to the general 
working of the system. I claim it will never be a success until the 
No, 1 teacher has a salary of not less than $40 per month, and the 
Examining Board raise]the standard of examination to what a really No. 
1 scholar should be. 

Our institute, conducted by Prof. D. W. Shields, was a success. 
Our teachers took an active part and went away much benefited for 
the work of the coming year. 

I here submit my last annual report of schools ot this county. I 
do not and cannot claim it to be correct in every instance, but it is as 
nearly so as can be obtained from the material furnished, as some of 
the Secretaries' reports were so imperfect that I could not tell but 
very little about them. The financial report of Geary District is in- 
correct, and the number of j'^outh entitled to attend school were not 
reported, and I having turned over the enumerations could not re- 
port it. 

While the free school system has a wide and popular hold on the 
masses, there are many who are utterly opposed to it, and thus there 
are a few of the aristocratic and the basely ignorant who vote against 
the levy.

SUMMERS COUNTY— 1). G. Lilly, Sup't 

This being the third annual report that I have had the honor of 
transmitting, you will see that wo are here emerging from debt about 
as fast as could be expected when "ground between the upper and 
nether mill stone" of an unequal tax law that keeps the schools on 
less than the legal minimum ol time, and the teachers on starvation 
wages, and an incompetent and neglectful ex-sheriff who never settled 
with a board of education during the six years of his administration. 
You will also see that no exact account has been kept so far as the 
apportionment of the funds for the colored youth; secretaries gener- 
ally reporting the amount actually expended as an approximate; but I 
have been thinking it best to let the matter rest as it is until we get 
rid of these old debts. Still more gradually is the professional stand- 
ard of our teachers improving, the number of those who refuse to go 
to school in their vacations, or even to attend Institutes, or take an 
educational journal, still being larger. 

We had a County Institute of four days, from the 14th to the 17th 
of October last, and as many of the schools would run but three 
months, it was agreed to hold the rest of the Institute by districts. A 
series of resolutions concerning certain radical defects in the school 
law, passed unanimously at the close of the session and ordered to be 
published in the West Virginia Educational Journaly having failed of 
such publication by reason of the discontinuance of said journal, the 
Author, Prof Preston Eives Sherrard, took them to the State Associ- 
ation; but on his return he reported that two of the professors manag- 
ed to bring about an adjournment half a day earlier than the time 
allotted, which he strongly suspected to be a filibustering trick on the 
part of those gentlemen — not the Association as a body — to keep out 
a discussion of the subject. It becoming therefore my duty as official 
guardian of the educational interests of the county, too see that the 
fientiments of such of our teachers as have some consideration for the 
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cause of progress shall be heard, I subjoin said resolutioDs to be pub- 
lished at the end of this report. 

It is the firm conviction of all friends of the free school system, as 
far as my knowledge extends, that to pat the existence of a school at 
the end of every month, or of all the schools in the State at least every 
other year, in peril at the hands of examiners, is a palpable and fla- 
grant violation of section 1, article 12 of the Constitution — for what 
system can be efficient with its very existence in danger? All that 
voted for the thirty-five per cent law, thereby branded themselves as 
enemies of the teachers; for as the law already provided for the dis- 
missal of a teacher for any just cause, that clause could have no oth- 
er possible design than to have teachers dismissed without a cause. 
Many an instance is recorded of schools being broken up in that way 
because the teachers kept good order, or required the pupils to pro- 
nounce correctly or to rightly understand their lessons : in a word 
such a law deprives the teacher not only of authority but even of 
legal protection, putting him under the control of idle and refractory 
children, or of parents who are opposed to education or have some 
private grudge against the teacher. 

Again as §1, art. 10, states that '^taxation shall bo equal and uni- 
form throughout the State," so the compromise clauses in §9, and 
§5, article 12, clearly refer to strictly local matters, such as extended 
terms or High Schools. The late session of the Legislature, though 
giving us one very salutary check to that enormous extortion in the 
matter of school books under which our people had been groaning 
for so long, seemed to be otherwise occupied in rather crippling than 
improving the system ; thus teachers are now forbidden to act as 
secretaries, when it is a notorious fact that in many districts profes- 
sional teachers are the only persons qualified for the business. As' 
tp this virtually killing both Normal Schools and Institutes by with- 
holding the appropriations from the former and taking away all 
penalty for non-attendance on the latter, thus seriously abridging 
such means, however week and insufficient as we had for training 
our teachers; I would propose that your old proposition for twenty 
day institutes bo adopted as a part of the law but have one in every 
county and make attendance obligatory. 

The following is the resolutions heretofore referred to: 

WhereaSj the Constitution of our State requires an efficient system 
of public schools; and 

WhereaSj our successive Legislatures have engrafted into our school 
law certain clauses that make the system very unequal and con- 
sequently defective, 

Jlesolved, That the State levy wliich at the small figure of one mill 
to the dollar fails to fulfill the requirements of the law, of guaran- 
teeing four months' schools to the poorer districts, should bo doubled. 

EesoUed, That the submitting of the district levy to a vote 
of the people, thus putting the very existence of the schools to the 
mercy of popular caprice, should be unconditionally abolished. 

Mesolvedj That with ample provisions already in the law for dis- 
missing a teacher for any just cause, the provision requiring a per- 
centage of attendance was entirely uncalled for and should be re- 
pealed.

In closing this my report to State Department it is a pleasure to 
be able to remark that our schools have improved greatly in the few 
past years. More interest is manifested by parents than formerly, 
greater desire lor school accommodatir»ns l^oth as to ease of access 
and convenience of houses. And much of this has been gained by 
a rigid course of examination of teachers raising the standard for a 
first grade something near to what was designed by the framers of the. 
law. This has disappointed some applicants but has been of great 
service to the schools and should this requirement be pursued in the 
future our schools will soon compare favorably with any in the State 
or States. We have as good native intellect as can be found and only 
needs cultivation to give to our State its true position in the family 
of States. 

The wise men at Wheeling last winter gave a check to the advan- 
cement of teachers by withholding the appropriation, to Normal 
Schools, which I fear will take a long time to overcome. Until we 
havo more high schools, colleges and academies, it is to the Normal 
School we must look for the supply of teachers, but we will hope for 
the best.

TUCKER COUNTY— L. S. Auvil, Sup't 

I herewith submit my second aunual report of the condition of the 
free echools of Tucker county. And in so doing, cannot say as much 
of the success of our schools as 1 would like. Nevertheless, taking 
everything in consideration, we may congratulate ourselves upon the 
advancement made in education. The people of this county are in a 
great measure more endeared to our fiee schools, and are working for 
the advancement of knowledge, levying for school and building; going 
ahead building school houses. We have just completed three new 
houses and have some others under contract. Yet there is a draw- 
back in one of the districts of this county. The people of that 
(Dry- fork) district have voted the levy down. This is the second 
time. Perhaps the only reason for this is, they do not want their 
children to become educated for fear they will be wiser than their 
parents and guardians. I do not know that this is the case, but it 
does look reasonable from the fact that that the district possesses 
8150,000.00 worth of property; and a levy of eight cents would run 
their schools four month^, and the great majority of this would come 
from non-residents. I have urged upon the district to support their 
levy, but to no purpose. All seems to be vain. Yet I think the 
schools in the other four districts will compare very favorably with 
those of adjoining counties, and look for grander results. We have 
now. nearly enough resident teachers to teacn our schools; whereas, 
when this system began, we did not have any, all our teachers were 
non-residents. This encourages us to work even under adverse cir- 
cumstances and labor on, knowing our labors will be eventually 
crowned with success. Our teachers seemed to take a great interest 
in our Institute, though tew in number. Yet wo may safely say, it 
was a sweep, and think the change made by the last Legislature a 
very wise one, especially the time for holding.

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TYLER COUNTY— T. N. Parks, SupX 

In making my fifth annual report of the condition of the free 
schools of Tyler county for the school year ending August 31st, 1879, 
I beg leave to submit the following remarks* 

SCHOOLS. 

The county is divided for school purposes into sixty-six sub-dis- 
tricts, with one school to each. If the county was so situated and 
populated that these sub-districts could be of nearly uniform size and 
population, this would be enough to afford lull advantages of an edu- 
cation to all; but with the county traversed as it is with streams and 
hills, and the constant increase of population in the more thinly in- 
habited sections, some changes yet are demanded. These we have 
reason to believe will be made in the early future. The schools were 
all taught for a uniform term of four months. 

TEACHERS. 

During the year for which we report, there were employed in the 
county seventy teachers, of whom sixty-four were residents, and six 
were from Ohio. As a class the teachers of this county are well qualifi- 
ed to teach, being both well educated and possessing good morals; but 
there are a few who should be better educated, with about an equal 
number who were never born for, nor never should have been edu- 
cated for teachers. Happily this class is limited. 

A very commendable change has taken place in the public mind 
of late years. The people no longer recognize their ideal teacher in 
the inferior scholar, but demand that he be educated. It is much 
easier for a first-class teacher, than a second or third rate one to se- 
cure a school in this county. 

THE teachers' INSTITUTES 

• 

that have been held in this county during the last few years, have 
done much to elevate the schools and school work. Prof Z, G. Bun- 
dy conducted a Peabody Institute in this county in the summer of 

1877, for two weeks; and Prof J. F. Snowden one for one week in 

1878. Both were well conducted, and the instruction given in each 
was replete with useful knowledge to teachers and educators. Be- 
sides, our regular County Institutes have been well attended, and I 
think have resulted in much and lasting good to the profession of 
teaching. While the law for Institutes, as passed in 1877, went too 
far to meet the demands of the masses of our people, I fear the pres- 
ent law is not all that could be desired. 

THE GRADUATING SYSTEM 

as applied- to public schools, has done much to improve their general 
character in this county. At the graduating exercises held at the 
close of the schools this year, fifty-seven presented themselves for ex- 
amination and graduation in the full free school course of study. It 
is a source of regret to all lovers of our schools, that the law is so 
amended that the County Superintendent hereafter cannot visit the 
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schools, and thus assist in this work. It will be very hard to carry 
out this system under the present law. 

In conclusion allow me to say, that during the several years of my 
intimate and official connection with school work, I have watched 
with interest and pride the advancement of the schools of my county, 
as well as those of the State, and have an abiding faith in their con- 
tinuance and prosperity. What we need is good laws, and then for 
the Legislature to let them alone. There is too much truth in the 
charge that every rising demagogue who wishes to go to the Legisla- 
ture, wages a war against the school law, that he may gain votes, 
and when he goes he makes more changes than improvements. The 
people of Tyler county are justly proud of their schools. They com- 
pare well and favorably with any in the State, and in severing my 
official connection with them, my wish is tbat their progress may 
never be retarded, and that their usefulness may increase with the 
coming years.

WEBSTEE COUNTY— N. W. Clifton, Sup't 

I have the honor to transmit herewith, my third annual report, 
showing the statistical and financial condition of the Free School sys- 
tem in Webster county, for the scholastic year ending on the 
31st day of August, A. D. 1879. My report is not complete in every 
respect; but it is as nearly correct as I could make it, as several 
items, such as "orders unpaid at beginning" and "total orders paid at 
end of school year," etc., were omitted by the district secretaries in 
their report to me, and of course could not be incorporated in mine. 
I found, when visiting the secretaries' oflSces, that many of the items 
that should have been inserted in their reports, were not to be found 
in the teacher's reports — many of them being wholly inaccurate. To 
remove this diflSculty, 1 shall require teachers to be examined on 
"making teacher's reports," as part of the examination in arithmetic. 

Owing to the low assessment of our uncultivated lands, and the 
sparse population of our county, it is impossible to have a suflScient 
number of schools to accommodate all the youths entitled to attend, 
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and run thom the full period of four months, although the levy be 
laid to the extent ot the law. 

I visited most of the schools taught during the winter, and found 
them, (with few exceptions) progressing very well. One great draw- 
back to our free schools is on the account of the inexperience of many 
of our teachers ; and the boards of education have not been paying a 
sufficient salary to justify teachers in preparing themselves tor the 
more advanced duties of their profession. Notwithstanding the many 
disadvantages under which we are laboring, there has been a manifest 
improvement on the part of our teachers in the last two or three 
years. In 1875 we examined twenty-seven teachers, of whom only 
ten were residents of this county, and seventeen emigrants from other 
counties. Now, we have nearly a sufficient number of teachers who 
reside in the county to supply the demand of our schools ; and though 
some of them are young and unexperienced, all they need is proper 
training, and ere long we would have a class of teachers who would 
"reflect honor on the profession." 

I am glad to know that, while many of our teachers cannot attend 
high, or normal schools, the Legislature has made ample means for 
their improvement, through the instrumentality of Teacher's Institutes. 
It is generally admitted that without good, practical teachers, we cannot 
have good schools ; and we might with the same propriety say, that 
without good institutions of learning placed within the reach of 
teachers, we cannot have efficiency in teaching. The Teacher's In- 
stitute will, we think, if properly organized, and efficiently conducted, 
supply a demand greatly needed — namely, uniformity and efficiency 
in the art of teaching. 

It was not until the 17th of December, 1877, that I called the teach- 
ers of this county together for the purpose of organizing a Teacher's 
Institute, Nearly all the teachers were present, and took an active 
part in trying to make the exercises both instructive and entertain- 
ing. Since that time we have kept our institute in operation for eight 
* days in each year. Our institute, which convened at Addison, in 
July last, was very ably and efficiently conducted by Prof. T. N. 
Parks. The exercises were very instructive, and the evening sessions 
were largely attended by young and old. 

There are several changes that I think ought to be made in the 
school law, but I shall not mention any of them now.

The present system has a marked tendency to keep the common 
school teacher within limited bounds, and limits the latitude for im- 

[)rovement in the profession of teaching accorded to each of the other 
iberai professions. 

The present method of giving employment is objectionable to both 
teachers and people, because in many instances teachers are denied 
the privilege of teaching the school they most preferred, and the peo- 
ple are deprived of the teacher of their choice; in either case it must 
work injury to the school. In the change that was made by the 
Legislature in enlarging the powers of the Board of Education, and 
increasing the number of members, I think was another mistake 
which will work only evil to the schools, as it has a tendency 
deprive the school of its local controlling influence, and central- 
izes the control of the school where there is not a direct interest, 
think, and have thought for a long time, that the Board of Education 
as it is now composed, should be abolished, and that there should be 
substituted therefor an arrangement which would bring the County 
Superintendent into closer union with the under oflScers of the coun- 
ty. The law should provide for the election of one Trustee in each 
sub-district of the district, and the Trustees of of the sub-districts 
should compose the Board of Trustees of the district. The Presi- 
dents of the Board of Trustees, together with the County Superin- 
tendent, should compose a county Board of Education for the super- 
vision of matters of general interest, such as laying the levy, settling 
with the sheriff, and providing school houses, Ac. There is no neces- 
sity that I can see for more than one meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the district provided the Trustee is clothed with the control of the 
school, that he should be. The present method of procuring the salary 
of the teacher after earned, is certainly very unbusiness-like and un- 
satisfactory to the teacher. Under the present law the Trustee, one of 
the most important officers connected witji the schools, is merely a 
figure head. 

The recent amendments made in the school law were generally re- 
ceived by our people with disfavor ; the opinion seems to prevail that 
ultimately a great many of them must be repealed. The change 
made in reference to regulating the price of text books I believe meets 
the approbation of a majority of our people. The recent very liberal 
terms made by your Honor with publishers show that heretofore the 
people have been greatly imposed upon by wholesale and retail deal- 
ers. 

Each district in the county had on an average about four months 
school at a cost of a little over $5.50 per scholar. The graded school 
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at Burning Springs was in operation for seven and a half months 
with about its usual success. The High School at Wirt Court House 
was continued for six months under the very skillful management of 
Professor Frank McKim. This school had a short session but one of 
unusual interest. The schools of the county with rare exceptions did 
well, and if I could judge from my investigations in my winter visits, 
we have scarcely had a year of more universal good results than the 
one just closed. There is more system in the methods of imparting 
instruction than prevails in some counties of my acquaintance. 

The session of the County Institute, held here in July, by Prof. W. 
H. Anderson, of Brooke county, proved interesting and instructive to 
the teachers of the county; all felt that there had been considc^rable 
good accomplished in this the first session held in the county un- 
der the amended law. 

In September, 1876, when I first came into the office of Superin- 
tendent, I found many of the districts in debt and struggling with 
financial embarrassment, but I am glad to say that now the districts 
are in a measure out of debt. Burning Springs Independent District 
still has a large bonded debt which it is reducing as fast as the pres- 
ent depreciated condition of its property will permit. 

Looking over the past four years of free school work in this 
county, I must say that it has been a period of prosperity, and I am 
glad too to note the fact that the people are in hearty sympathy with 
the schools.

In submitting my second annual report, 1 have much to regret. 
But while looking from other standpoints, I am glad for the youth 
of this far behind county, that it is as well with them as it is. 

Now in an educational point of view contrasted with that of years 
before the free school system, for I judge of the interest that would 
be taken (or rather not taken) in their cultivation by the bad manner 
of our people in taking care of the blessed free school system that it 
might do them the good their children so much need on account of 
which lack the parents are blinded to that of stinginess with reference 
to a little sacrifice for the mental training to fit their children for 
usefulness in life. I must say^, I do reget in the first place, that our 
people are so poor and the times so very hard else we could do bettor 
than to have such short and poorly attended schools with bad school 
houses, want of books apparatus, &c., &c., as is the case in the greater 
part of our county. But secondly, I am grieved that to a consider- 
able extent our slowness in the cause is owing to a want of high 
minded patriotism, that sacrifice of self interest so necessary to fit 
and govern parents to the ideal of their children, I mean that which 
is so easy to be seen of school officers and citizens, such as sheriffs, 
boards of education, teachers and often speculating citizens, fillibus- 
tering for their own and others gain, in that way and to that extent 
that it militates against the present length and usefulness of schools, 
and also the credit of the system. 

Another regret is, that the present generation will pass away be- 
fore it is generally known (what is true) that it always was and per- 
haps, always will be, very costly to give to the masses but a common 
primary education. It is true here and there, now and then, we have 
exceptions, youths who will rise above the tide and swim to the shore 
of usefulness and fame, in defiance of poverty and its kindred oppo- 
sition. But with the usefulness of these scattered prodigies, the 
world of business activities cannot move forward. W^must if pos- 
sible prepare the diinces to the best that can be done for them, and 
thus narrow the road of tramps, and prepare our youth, not to the 
avoidence of labor, but to do their work better. 

Having now hinted at some of the embarrassments with which we 
-_ have, and do yet contend, contending for the prize before us. "We 
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are glad to say the majority of our teachers did good work last win- 
ter, notwithstanding the meager allowance of pay to them by the 
Board of Education, the want of promtitude by a jockeying sheriff, and 
the menancing souls of anti-free school men who are so destitute of 
reason and justice as to contend that the wages of a first-class pri- 
mary school teacher should not exceed that of a common plantation 
hand (say ox'driver). 

Indeed, last fall and winter we had the evidence of revival in the 
cause of schools. Our Institute was better attended, and seemed to 
inspire a number of our teachers with new zest, as well as many of 
the citizens. But the winter, with its extreme cold, and sickness 
among the children, prevented a general attendance at school, not- 
withstanding our teachers did better work than usual. But while 
a hope of better days began to dawn on our school cause in this part 
of the State, lo ! 9 poisonous vapor arose from the miasma of the 
legislation at Wheeling the last session, and hope became a victim, 
sick and ready to die. She may be nursed and kept alive until the 
Dext session. In short, a number of the (claimed) amendments to 
the school law enacted last winter are already proving unfavorable — 
so much so that the general interest manifested heretofore is consid- 
erably abated. And now 1 dare give, as evidence in favor of the 
fruits of the free school system (bad as it has been treated), my ob- 
servations : 

It has been from twelve to thirteen years since I first saw this 
county and people, coming to them as an humble missionary among 
a good and kind social people. Of course, they had a rightful claim 
upon my sympathies, and finding perhaps quite a majority of the 
old folks and parents unable to read or write, I did not wonder that 
the youth and children (with a few exceptions, to take the county 
at large) were so illiterate that books to them were of no service. 
But now go where 1 may over the same section, I find many, many 
little boys and girls reading, writing and counting by figures, while 
the then untaught youth (a number of them) are now our very best 
teachers and business men. All the fruit of the free school system 
with its inherent stimulants. I close this imperfect official document 
in hope of better times in coming years, which can be secured by a 
general co-operation of the friends of our educational system for the 
masses, eventually to be culminated by the Legislative and Executive 
of our State. And while I now take my leave officially as an un- 
worthy, and to too great an extent incompetent County Superintend- 
ent of Free Schools, perhaps never more to serve in such capacity, I 
by no means bid adieu to the worthy cause I so poorly represented 
the two past years, but shall by the blessing of Almighty God, the 
giver of every good and perfect gift, hold myself ready at all times to 
correspond and co-operate wifh the honorable State Superintendent 
and all other officials and friends of the hope and rise of our State, till 
her sons shall rise high in point of intelligence and good citizenship.

In submitting this my third annual report of the public schools of 
Martinsburg, I regret to be compelled .to say, that I am not prepared 
to give you in all respects as clear and detailed a statement of the 
condition of our schools as it is my desire to do, since my duties as 
Principal and teacher of our grammar school have left me but little 
time to visit during the scholastic year the ward schools. I believe, 
however, to be justified to report, that the last year's school work has 
added its share of blessings and benefits to our school youths and 
consequently to the entire community. 

From what few observations I have been able to gather, it appears 
to me, that our teachers as a class, have manifested in their school- 
roo-m work great zeal and energy, and a commendable devotion to 
the prefession. The examinations for promotion held by the Princi- 
pals in their respective schools, have in most instances evinced, that 
the assistant teachers had their classes well drilled in the course of 
study marked out for them. Speaking from my own observations, 
gathered by a few hurried visits to each of the ward schools, I con- 
sider it but just to state, that I noticed in nearly all the rooms im- 
provement in government as well as in conducting recitatations. The 
pupils under the immediate charge of the ward school principals, 
were examined by myself for promotion to the grammar school, and 
of forty-seven candidates, forty-two passed the examination satisfac- 
torily. 

In the grammar school we have held repeatedly written examina- 
tions both for promotion and tor the bestowal of diplomas, ana one 
oral public examination, which latter was cohtinued for nearly four 
days. Of the entire number of scholars of the two lower grades of 
this department, only four failed to be promoted. Of the highest 
grade six scholars had completed the prescribed course, and having 
passed the examinations in all the various branches creditably, re- 
ceived diplomas. 

The general condition of our colored school is tolerably good. The 
schools wore in operation within a few days of ten months. The ex- 
ercises of the second annual commencement were held in the M. E. 
Church, and were highly complimented with a crowded house. 

TVe had a well organized Teachers' Institute, which met twice 
every month, making twenty meetings during the year.

In submitting the annual statement of the public schools of the In- 
dependent School District of Wheeling for the year ending Aug. Slst, 
1879, permit me to refer briefly to the organization of our Grammar 
Departments. 

Each graded school has a grammar room. It is the highest gra de 
in the school. To reach it the pupil must be prepared on the work 
of the four preceding grades. After he reaches it the pupil enters 
upon a four-years course of study. The branches required for the 
first, second, third and fourth grades are specifically prescribed by a 
rule of the Board of Education. 

The pupil cannot enter the class for the second year without suc- 
cessfully passing the examination on the branches required for the 
first year; and so for the successive years. When the whole course 
of study prescribed for the grammar department has been completed, 
a final test examination under the direction of the Superintendent 
determines the fitness of the applicant to receive a diploma. To 
those who in this manner are found worthy, a diploma is awarded. 
This diploma is signed by the President of the Board, the Superin- 
tendent, and the Principal of the School, attested by the Clerk, and 
sealed by the seal of the Board. 

Two classes of graduates have been sent out; the first one in June 
1878: was reported to you last year; the second one in June 1879, con- 
sisted of 27 members. The Commencement exercises were held in 
Washington Hall to a crowded house. 

The grading of the branches in the grammar departments, and the 
graduation of the pupils completing the course, have had a good ef- 
fect in retaining pupils longer in the schools, and in stimulating to 
greater industry. 

Our schools are well organized, and do their work efficiently and 
harmoniously.

A caretul review of this comparative statement from the reports of 
1870 and 1880 will show a most gratifying progress in our school 
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work. It appears that, while there has been in the last ten years 
an increase in the number of school-youth of only 29 per cent,, as as- 
certained by actual enumeration, there has been Id the same period 
an increase in the number of teachers employed of 72 per cent. ; of 
the number of mouths taught, an increase of 87 per cent. ; of the 
cumber attending school, an increase of 64 per cent., and of the gen- 
eral average attendance, an increase of 66 per ceut.; that is, there 
has been an increase in provision for instruction, and in the number 
of youth actually receiving instruction about three times as great as 
the increase in the number of school youth entitled to the privilege of 
free schools. 

"The value of all school property shows an increase in the outlay 
for this purpose of 58 per cent. ; and as a result of the expenditure 
there has been an increase in the number of school bouses built ot 91 
per cent. 

The amount received to the credit of the "General School Fund," 
and which is annually distributed to the districts of the State upon 
the basis of enumeration of school youth, has been increased 74 per 
cent. This goes to the Teachers' Fund aud so far causes a reduction 
in the annual district levies necessary to run the schools the legally 
required four months in every year. 

The tables show that there has been an actual increase in the 
amoAt received from district levies of 74 per cent., while there has 
been an actual decrease in the rate of levy of 33 per cent, for the 
Building Fund and 16 per cent, for the Teachers' Fund. This results 
from the more thorough and just system of assessment which has 
been enforced, and the efficiency and fidelity with which taxes have 
been levied and accounted for, and the vigilance with which arrears 
from all sources tributary to these funds have been looked after and 
recovered. 

The total amount paid out for teachers' salaries, as per report of 
1870, was $220,753 84 ; the amount paid out for the same purpose, 
as per reports of 1880, was $552,483 24, an increase of $301,729 40, 
or 136 per cent, which was applied directly to pay teachers employed 
at salaries of eleven per cent, less than those paid in 18fl'0, and was 
raised by a rate of levy 16 per cent, less than the rate of 1870. 

The progress made in our school work since the report of 1878-9 
can be readily seen from the summary given in the beginning of this 
report. It compares favorably with any previous year, and gives a 
very satisfactory showing of the present condition and working of 
the schools. 

OUE SCHOOL LAW. 

That objections are made to some features of our school law should 
not excite surprise. No law, embracing so many details can be ex- 
pected to please everybody. The natural diversity of taste and judg- 
ment among men make this impossible. Nov in a State so diverse in 
the development of its several sections and in the social and geograph- 
ical relations of its parts, is it practicable to frame a general law that 
will be equally well adapted to all. Still, taken as a whole, it cannot 
be denied that our school law is remarkably free from all reasonable 
objection, and that it deserves to stand, in the main, as it is. The 
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frequent small changes that have been made in it have resulted, for 
the greater part, in more inconvenience, misanderstanding and an- 
noyance tht^n have been compensated by any advantage that has been 
gained; and I advise that except so far as to make such changes as 
will give increased efficiency to the law as it is, it should not be alter- 
ed. It is of supreme importance that the law should be understood 
by the local officers, and that its operation sho.uld be uniform, that 
both officers and patrons may become familiar with its details. But 
this is effectually prevented by frequent changes in the law. 

REMOVAL OP OFFICERS. 

We call attention again to this subject. Our law provides that offi- 
cers shall have certain qualities, but makes no provision for their re- 
moval in any case whatever. Experience has shown that most un- 
worthy persons are sometimes elected to office, and I suggest that 
provision be made whereby they may be removed. Habitual intem- 
perance; gross immorality; abuse of official power; or damaging 
neglect oi: violation of prescribed duties, ought to be sufficient cause 
for removal. The power to remove a secretary might be safely given 
to the Board of Education of his district, sinae they appoint him ; 
that to remove a member of the Board of Education, to the Presidents 
of the Boards of Education of the several districts of the county, sub- 
ject to the approval of the County Superintendent; and that to re- 
move a County Superintendent, to the same Presidents, subject to the 
approval of the State Superintendent. The power, so guarded, could 
scarcely be unjustly used, and we have had cases where the service 
would have been greatly relieved by its exercise, 

EXAMINATIONS AND TEACHERS* CERTIFICATES. 

The wisdom of frequent and rigid examinations of teachers is uni- 
versally conceded. Nothing has tended more to the elevation of the 
grades of teachers than this requirement. On this account we doubt- 
ed the propriety of the change in the law on this subject, enacted by 
the Legislature of 1879, by which teachers holding three No. 1 certifi- 
cates were exempted from examination for the next three succeeding 
years. Our report shows that 4,134 teachers were employed during 
the year, and of these over thirty-six hundred were examined. The 
rest were exempted, and the greater number, probably 400, under the 
operation of this amendment. But as the law has already exempted 
BO many, and its operation hereafter must, in the nature of the case, 
effect but a very few each year, it will be better, perhaps, to let it 
stand. It will doubtless prove a stimulus to excite others to procure 
the required number of No. 1 grades, and, if the examinations are 
carefully conducted, it will be* so tar beneficial. 

I especially commend the importance of elevating the standard of 
the examinations and some provision for making them as nearly as 
practicable uniform. This might be best done, perhaps, by providing 
that the questions shall be prepared by the State Superintendent, one 
set for the whole State, and that the examinations shall be conducted 
and the answers examined and valued by a County Board of Exam- 
iners as now constituted. 
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ENUMERATION OP SCHOOL YOUTH. 

The amendment of the 19th section, requiring the teachers of the 
respective school districts to take the enumeration, has been loudly- 
complained of by the teachers, because it imposes an extra duty upon 
them without any compensatioii. But it has unquestionably worked 
well for the interest of the schools. The enumeration has been bet- 
ter taken than it was ever before done, and a large saving of expense 
has been effected by the change. Doubtless the teachers will be bet- 
ter reconciled to it as they become accustomed to perform the task. 
Besides, it gives them a good opportunity to become acquainted with 
all the pupils of their respective districts and to gather up other in- 
formation that they ought to know. 

COUNTY INSTITUTES. 

The amendment as to County Institutes is good so far as it goes, 
but its failure to make some provision by which a general attendance 
may be secured is a radical defect, which destroys in a great measure 
their utility. I again commend the adoption of the provision sug- 
gested in my last report, that is, that no teachers shall be employed 
to teach who did not attend the Institute next preceding the term of 
service applied for, unless it be satisfactorily shown to the Board of 
Education that he had been prevented by sickness. Teachers that 
will contemn a free provision made by the State for their improve- 
ment ought not to expect to be employed in the public schools. 

PEABODY INSTITUTES. 

The General Agent of the Peabody Fund, the late Dr. Sears, en- 
tered with great heartiness into our plans for elevating the qualifica- 
tions of our teachers by means of Institutes, and directed that the 
whole of the appropriation ($3,000.00) made for the last year to West 
Virginia should be expended on Institutes. The whole amount ap- 
propriated for County Institutes by the Legislature was $500.00, or 
only $9.26 to each county. Of course this was insufficient, and it was 
by the aid given from the Peabody Fund that we were enabled to 
have these Institutes held. • As it was, one Institute was held in every 
county as required by the law, and in some large counties (thir- 
teen in all), for the convenience of the teachers, two were held. 
These were not well attended. The teachers felt under no compul- 
sion to attend, and in some cases the liberal provision made for their 
improvement was virtually thrown away. A compulsory act pro- 
viding for theil* attendance, such as I have suggested, would have 
remedied this sad failure in the efficiency of this wise and vitally im- 
portant provision for the improvement of our teachers. It is prob- 
able that the Peabody managers may again extend us aid for 
these Institutes, and I again urge the importance of making the 
attendance compulsory by some moderate condition that cannot oper- 
ate hardly upon any teacher. We cannot too earnestly enforce the 
importance of this point. Our own experience, and the judgment of 
all enlightened educators who have studied our free school system, 
place the question beyond dispute. 
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Besides the County Institutes we held four District Institutes, one 
at Hinton, one at Marti nsburg, one at Clarksburg and one at Hunt- 
ington. These were conducted by Prof, Ladd, of Staunton, Va. The 
General Institute Lecturer employed the late Dr. Sears, and Prof. 
DeGraff, of New Jersey, These teachers rank among the most emi- 
nent institute workers in the United States, and gave the fullest sat- 
isfaction to the liberal and cultivated class of teachers that attended 
their instructions. The effect of these institutes was excellent, and 
they inspired a spirit of improvement that will be fruitful of much 
good in the future. We only regret that the good work was limited 
to so small a number ot those for whom it was provided and per- 
formed. 

GRADED PRIMARY INSTRUCTION. 

I again call attention to my former recommendations on this sub- 
ject. There can be no question as to the value and importance of 
such provisions on this subject as I have suggested. A system of 
grading as to the order and succession of studies in the conduct of the 
school work is so obviously beneficial that it needs no argument or 
explanation to show it. It is entirely practical, can work no injury 
to any, and cannot fail to be of the largest general advantage. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

The provisions of the enactment on this subject of the last Legisla- 
ture have been carefully and fully carried out, and with the most 
marked beneficial results. In some few cases it has been practically 
disregarded, but in these it either has been, or soon will be, effectu- 
ally enforced. It has proved a vast saving to the people, and has se- 
cured, it is reported, better books. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

We make no report as to these schools here, leaving their consider- 
ation to the report of the Regents, to whose management they are 
specially committed. They are not '^under the management ot this 
department. For the same reason we omit to say anything as to the 
West Virginia University. 

CONCLUSION. 

We think that the comparative statement which we have presented 
of the condition of our schools for the years 1870 and 1880 will satisfy 
all that we have just reason to be proud of their progress and efl&ci- 
ency. The grades of our teachers have been signally advanced. 
During the last year we employed no teacher whose certificate was 
below No. 3 — except for a few colored schools — and of those actually 
employed over four hundred had procured either No. 1 certificates for 
the three years next preceding, or had state certificates or normal dip- 
lomas ; 1402 procured No. 1 certificates, 1582 No. 2 certificates, while 
only 696 were employed on No. 3 certificates. The per cent, of at- 
tendance is steadily increasing, the length of time for which the 
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schools are condncted is greater, the nnmber of school houses is in- 
creased, thefarniture and apparatus are better and more salted to the 
comfort and adequate to the w^nts of the schools, the financial af- 
fairs are more honestly and economically administered, the statis- 
tical reports are fuller and more reliable, the experience and efficacy of 
the local management are steadily improving and the schools are 
growing year by year in the interest and appreciation of all classes 
of citizens. Under the fostering hand of our Legislature these grati- 
fying results have been reached, and the same generous and wise 
oversight cannot fail to carry on this interest to still higher measures 
of success. Our State is attracting more and more every year the 
attention of emigrants and capitalists, and the great inducements 
which her high natural advantages present cannot but be greatly en- 
hanced by the fact that we have such generous and wise provisions 
for free popular education and schools already so generally diffused 
throughout our borders and in such vigorous and prosperous opera- 
tion. These advantages, with the blessings of an ever-favoring Prov- 
idence, give us a bright and hopeful outlook for the future, and ought 
to assure our growing youth that they cannot hope to find better 
homes than are provided for them in their native State.

I have the honor herewith to transmit to you my first annual re- 
port of the condition of Free Schools in this county. I desired to 
forward my report sooner, but the data necessary for it was not re- 
ceived in time to do so. The statistical part, I believe, is correct, 
but the fioancial is inaccurate in some respects, as the secretaries 
blanks wore not accompanied with the same directions as mine, and, 
their reports did not agree, it was next to impossible for me to 
make an accurate report, but I believe this report shows very nearly 
the condition of the schools in this county. 

There were eighty-one schools taught in this county last winter, 
with a fair attendance, The teachers are improving rapidly.

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There were two select schools tanght in Barbonr the pastsnmmer — 
one at Mt. Olive, by Prof. D. W. Shaw, and one at Mt. Zion, by my- 
self. Both were well attended. Several other schools were also 
taught in the county— one by J, S. Cornwell, in G-arner Hollow, and 
others too numerous to mention. 

The districts have all laid the levies, and the opposition to the Free 
School system is dying out. But few votes against the levy, and the 
schools are progressing well. 

There are some dissatisfaction with regard to the Board of Educa- 
tion employing the teachers. The law on that point is a blunder, 
and should be changed. The trustee should employ the teacher. We 
hope our next Legislature will make some amends to our school law 
which will be satisfactory.

I herewith send my report showing the condition of the common 
schools in this county during the past year, ending August 31, 1879. 

I have received the secretaries' reports as shown in my report. 

There are five districts, eighty -five sub-districts and one independ- 
ent district. 

By reference to this report you will see that this county will soon 
have houses enough to accommodate all her children. I think with 
about six or eight houses (which are being built) she will be supplied. 
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We can ran oar schools four months with nearly one-half the ex- 
pense that it used to cost us. The people have borne the high tax to 
baild their houses and they intend to support the system so that their 
children may reap the reward. As my report shows ihe condition of 
the schools I will not enter into details. 

I do not think that section 28, school law as amended in 1879, has 
a tendency to improve our teachers in this county. 

Also the law which compels the teacher to take the enumeration 
of youths is not appreciated by the mass of our people.

CABELL COUNTY— T. B. Summers, Sup't. 

In submitting the annual report for the year ending August 31st, 
1880, I would say that our schools have been very efficiently and 
faithfully conducted. 1 know of no organization or profession whose 
members are more devoted or more deserving than the teachers of 
Cabell county. They not only labor to improve the pupils entrusted 
to their charge, but themselves also, and the kindest good-will exists 
between every member of the profession. The people are becoming 
more interested; they want to do everything that is possible for the 
success of the school system, and only fail sometimes by pursuing 
improper methods. 

The greatest drawback to our schools is non-attendance, and this 
is often caused by the pupils not being supplied with books or tHe 
proper ones to interest them. I really believe that our schools would 
do more good in one month less time if the proper books were sup- 
plied or provided for by a public fund ; also supply every parent or 
guardian of a child of school age with an Educational Journal for six 
months, commencing in August, and have it so well conducted that 
no parent would be willing to have his child remain at home. The 
Journal would not cost one-tenth as much as absence and non-mem- 
bership. 

Teachers should be required to keep a monthly record of attend- 
ance and absence, and note the percentage of advancement of each 
pupil and post it at the end of each month in a conspicuous place in 
the school house, so that the people may see the reason why our 
schools do not accomplish more. 

In regard to the employment of teachers, it would be better for 
the trustee to engage the teacher and fix the salary, subject to the 
supervision of the Hoard of Education. As it is practical and expe- 
rienced teachers are made to suffer by being continually held fin 
point of salary) on a level with new beginners of no experience 
whatever, which is ruinous to the profession, and with such a system 
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it will be impossible to keep up the corps of teachers to any com- 
mendable defcree of proficiency, for the better teachers are continu- 
ally quitting the profession. 

The District Institute, which convened at Huntington on the 26th 
of July, 1880, conducted by Profs. Degraffe and Ladd, was very in- 
structive and was highly appreciated by the teachers in attendance. 
We only wish that every teacher in the county had been present, for 
it is not often we have the opportunity of receiving the instruction 
of such able and distinguished educators. We feel very grateful to 
you for the honor conferred on our county.

I herewith transmit ray first annual report of the condition of free 
schools in the county of Calhoun, which, I regret to say, is not as full 
And complete as I desire, but as much so as I was able to make it from 
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ihe reports received from the secretaries of the Boards, and other in- 
iormatioD from the records of my office would enable me to make it. 
I was informed by the secretaries that their reports were as full and 
correct as they were able to mal^e them from the reports of teachers, 
etc., on which they were based. 

As the law requiring County Superintendents to visit the schools 
has been changed, and as ho receives nothing for his services for so 
doing, I was unable to visit all the schools in Calhoun county, and 
therefore can not report as fully as I would wish in regard to the gen- 
eral progress of the same, etc. But while I regret to say in some 
parts of the county there is not as much interest taken as should be, 
yet the free schools are doing a good work for this county. I am do- 
ing all I can to stimulate and encourage the cause of education in this 
<50unty. I think if County Superintendents wore required to visit 
and examine schools, and to give due notice of it, and get out all the 
parents, or as many as possible, to attend the same, it would infuse a 
new life into teachers, pupils and parents, and materially advance the 
cause of education. It would also aid in purging the profusion of 
incompetent and unworthy teachers. I do not recommend this from 
any selfish motive, as my wages can neither bo increased or dimin- 
ished during my term of office, and I do not expect to be a candidate 
for re-election. I also think that if our schools were entirely supported 
by a State levy instead of a State and district, as at present, it would 
place the system upon a more permanent and just basis, and better se- 
cure the principal object of the system — to enable those too poor to edu- 
cate their children to do so. This appears to me to be necessary, 
right and equallyjust to all. As the Boards of Education are essen- 
tial to the success of the system I think it but simple justice that its 
members should receive a reasonable com|)ensalion for their services. 
We would thereby receive the services of better men, and it would be 
economy to do so. I Hope that God may bless all our efforts to ad- 
vance the cause of education in our State, and that he may bless it 
everywhere.

In submitting this, my first annual report of the condition o( free 
schools of my county, it affords me pleasure to state that a large ma- 
jority of the people of Fayette county manifest an increasing interest- 
in education, and, with the exception of Falls District, which vote* 
against "power to levy," they are nearly a unit in favor of frea 
school^. Even the people of Falls District voted for "power to levy"' 
last August. 

As the school law, as amended, makes it no longer the duty oi 
County Superintendents to visit the schools, and makes no provision- 
to pay them for such work, I have not visited the schools of my countyj 
and can, therefore, say but little concerning them. 1 will add, however, 
that, so far as I have been able to ascertain, a majority of the schools 
were well conducted, and gave general satisfaction. Some were con- 
ducted by teachers whose qualifications were not good, and the result 
was dissatisfaction, and, in some instances, school difficulties. 

In order to rid the schools of incompetent teachers, by forcing 
them to qualify themselves better or quit the profession, the Board of 
Examiners thought best to make the examinations more rigid tho 
the present year. This plan causes some complaint on the part oi 
teachers, but will, in my opinion, add much to the efficiency and pop- 
ularity of the schools. 

The Boards ot Education of the county are composed of some of 
our best citizens, who seem to have the cause of education at heart. 
But they err in one particular, in my judgment, and that is in the low 
wages they pay teachers. It would seem that they have yet to learn 
that good work demands good wages. 

Our school law, in my opinion, needs amending in several particu- 
lars. I believe that the Legislature made a mistake when it changed 
the law in regard to County Superintendents visiting schools. I ara 
decidedly of opinion that active supervision by a competent man 
would be of good benefit to the schools in stimulating teacher, patron 
and pupil to greater efibrts in the cause of education. So far as my 
experience goes, I am not favorably impressed with the law making 
it the duty of Boards of Education to employ the teachers. It has 
been the cause of some dissatisfaction already in this county. I 
would therefore recommend that trustees be empowered to employ 
the teachers as formerly, as they would in most instances be more 
apt to suit the patrons of the schools in selecting teachers. 

It seems to me that the time has (*ome when it is no longer good 
policy to submit to the people at every school election the question of 
"levy or no levy." It has a tendency to encourage the enemies of 
free schools, does injustice to the children of those districts that vote 
against levy, and makes the cause of free education in some localities 
dependent upon the will or caprice of a few. 

A change in the law making free schools a fixed institution in 
every district in the State would, in my opinion, add strength and 
efficiency to the system. I would also recommend that the State 
school tax be increased so as to make the district school tax less bur- 
densome to the people of the poorer counties.

GRANT COUNTY.— Wm. M. Davis, Sup't 

I herewith transmit my first annual report of the condition of free 
schools in Grant county for the year ending August 31, 1880, believ- 
ing it to be, approximately, full and correct; and feeling assured that 
the exhibit thus made will be highly encouraging to the friends ot our 
system of popular education. Our standard of examination for sev- 
eral successive years has been high, possibly too much so; but it has 
served as an incentive to increased diligence in the studies prescribed 
by law, and we claim a corps of teachers second to none of the rural 
counties. 

Our location, so far from educational centers, subjects us to many 
disadvantages ; these have been obviated recently, however, in a 
great measure, by the efficient training of Prof. Fleming, of Fair- 
mont, our Institute instructor for two consecutive years. 

We were exceedingly anxious to introduce the graduating system 
of Prof. Wade to the consideration of the teachers and pupils of our 
schools, but our labors in the graded school of Petersburg prevented 
even an attempt. In this connection we desire to enter our earnest 
protest against the change of the school law respecting the duty of 
visiting the schools by the County Superintendent. 

The financial feature of our report is so nearly identical with that 
of preceding years that we deem a special allusion to it unnecessary, 
excepting to say, by way of explanation, that the levy for Building 
Fund is quite heavy in several districts, owing to the fact that new 
houses are being erected. The graded school of Petersburg Inde- 
pendent District seems to be established upon a firm basis, and will 
evidently prove an important factor in the future development of 
educational agencies in our county. Two other districts have sucb 
schools in contemplation. 
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As we have intimated, the future is promising; the opposition to 
free schools is waning, and we hope will soon be remembered with 
the things of the past. Our teachers are becoming more interested 
in educational literature, are shaking off the antiquated methods of 
instruction, and with the return of prosperous times we hope for an 
extended term and an increased salary.

I ftnd that the 
District Secretaries differ in opinion as to what is called for by some 
of the headings given in the forms for their annual reports, nor do 
they. understand alike the printed directions on these forms. I find 
too that the directions given the District Secretaries, for making 
some of the calculations called for, do not correspond with theie 
given the County Superintendent for making the same calculations.* 
I think that the directions printed on the form used by the County 
Superintendent should be also printed, as far as they are applicable, 
in the form used by the District Secretaries. In this way, as will be 
readily seen uniformity will be secured, and much confusion pre- 
vented.

The statistics and financial report herewith returned are as accu- 
rate and complete as it is possible for me to make them from the ma- 
terials furnished me by the Secretaries of the various Boards of Ed- 
ucation. I have delayed making this report until a late hour, think- 
ing to obtain a more accurate report. In some cases I went to the 
Secretaries' books, but they have been kept in such a manner that I 
could gain no information from them. 

In some respects the free schools of this county are making some 
progress. Our teachers as a class, during the last year, have tried to 
do their duty. The most serious difficulty with which we have had 
to contend is the small number of scholars attending the schools com- 
pared with the enumeration. The territory of many of our sub-dis- 
tricts is large and sparsely settled, so that in winter quite a number 
of the smaller children are unable to attend school. At presenti see 
no way by which this trouble may be obviated, and we can only 
patiently wait for an increase of population, when we will be more 
able to make our sub-districts smaller. 

An Institute was held in August of the present year, conducted by 
Mrs. Mary R. McGwigan, under the provisions of the amended school 
law. This Institute was ably conducted, and created quite an interest 
in the Institute work.

GRANT COUNTY.— Wm. M. Davis, Sup't 

I herewith transmit my first annual report of the condition of f^ee 
schools in Grant county for the year ending August 31, 1880, believ- 
ing it to be, approximately, full and correct; and feeling assured that 
the exhibit thus made will be highly encouraging to the friends of onr 
system of popular education. Our standard of examination for sev- 
eral successive years has been high, possibly too much so; but it has 
served as an incentive to increased diligence in the studies prescribed 
by law, and we claim a corps of teachers second to none of the rural 
counties. 

Our location, so far from educational centers, subjects us to many 
disadvantages ; these have been obviated recently, however, in a 
great measure, by the efficient training of Prof. Fleming, of Fair- 
mont, our Institute instructor for two consecutive years. 

We were exceedingly anxious to introduce the graduating system 
of Prof. "Wade to the consideration of the teachers and pupils of our 
schools, but our labors in the graded school of Petersburg prevented 
even an attempt. In this connection we desire to enter our earnest 
protest against the change of the school law respecting the duty of 
visiting the schools by the County Superintendent. 

The financial feature of our report is so nearly identical with that 
of preceding years that we deem a special allusion to it unnecessary, 
excepting to say, by way of explanation, that the levy for Building 
Fund is quite heavy in several districts, owing to the fact that new 
houses are being erected. The graded school of Petersburg Inde- 
pendent District seems to be established upon a firm basis, and will 
evidently prove an important factor in the future development of 
educational agencies in our county. Two other districts have such 
schools in contemplation.

Enough has already been said concerning the tardiness of this re- 
port; the causes leading thereto, I hope, are understood at the De- 
partment of Free Schools. 

I received no regular report froni the Independent District of 
Weston. I succeeded, however, as soon as my condition would admit 
of traveling, in getting the Sheriff and Secretary together, by Tueans 
of which I obtained figures for the basis of my financial rej5ort — 
gathering the remaining statistics in various ways and by such 
means as I was able to employ. I have not given the names of the 
nine rejected applicants— do not know that you require them. It 
has been a custom ever since the organization of a Board of Exami- 
ners in this county to refund to rejected applicants the fee paid for 
examination, the board taking the ground that the disappointment is 
sufficient cause for grief without the addition of any pecuniary loss. 
No fee, therefore, is required in this county to inform one that he is 
not competent to "keep" school. 

Since the travel among the schools by the County Superintendent 
has been cut off by legislative enactment, or rather since it failed to 
provide for such travel, there is not much of interest to report out- 
side of the regularly tabulated form. I am prepared to say, how- 
over, that the schools throughout the entire county were in session 
for the full term of four months — those of the Independent District 
of Weston continuing their's for eight months, an extension of time 
due to the aid obtained from the Peabody Fund, secured to the dis- 
trict through the labors of the State Superintendent.

I desire to suggest the propriety of increasing the State School 
Fund to twenty cents on the liundrcd dollars, which will secure suffi- 
cient State funds to run the district schools four months, giving to 
the district the authority to make a levy sufficient to run the schools 
two months. The State and District Funds will then run our schools 
six months in the year, which we ought, hy all means, to have. I 
also suggest tlie propriety ot aboliwhing the District Boards of 
Education and substituting a County Board in their place, consisting 
of one member from each district, making the Count}'- Superintend- 
ent President of the same Board, requiring from said Board some 
guarantee that will insure a perfect and efficient discharge of its du- 
ties, I would also suggest some change in the present law so as to 
secure a prompt attendance of the teachers on the sessions of the 
County Institutes. A re-enactment of the old law would, I think, 
secure the desired end. i would also propose a change of law, so as 
to have but one trustee in each sub-district, giving to him authority 
to hire the teacher for the school under his charge.

Some of the 
Secretaries tailed to make their reports, so that 1 could not make alto- 
gether satisfactory calculations from them. I will try to havia the 
Teachers, Trustees and Secretaries improve in making their reports 
for the time to come, and as I have now a liitle experience, I will be 
able, no doubt, to make a more satisfactory report. The school 
officers of this county are looking after the old indebtedness of the 
ex-Sheriffs. On final settlement with the district of Magnolia it ap- 
peared that E. Rutherford, ex- Sheriff, was indebted to said district 
two hundred and seventy dollars and seventy cents. Said district 
has also obtained a late judgment against G. W. Taylor, ex-Sheriff, 
for four hundred and sixty-seven dollars and eighty-eight cents. The 
other districts are looking after their interests in the same way.

In transmitting to you this my first annual report of the condition 
of the free schools of Marion county for the school year ending 
August 31, 1880, 1 am glad to be able to say that the school work of 
the past year -has been quite satisfactory. Boards of Education, 
teachers, and the people generally, have labored zealously for the ad- 
vancement of the school interest of the county, and their labor has 
not been in vain. 

Although I have had quite a difficult task in compilings my report 
from the Secretaries' reports, I flatter myself that it is correct, accord- 
ing to my understanding. Our Boards of Education have learned to 
prefer teachers of merit, and while they are still obliged to employ 
a few low grade teachers, this class is fast declining in number. 

We now have six graded schools established in the county, whose 
work, under as many accomplished Principals, was very successful. 

Our Institutes were a grand success this year, both as to attend- 
ance and interest, and the much valuable instruction given by Prof. 
Miller cannot help but tell in our schools the coming year. At the 
conclusion of these Institutes, Teachers' Associations were organized, 
one for the eastern end of the county and the other for the western 
end, to meet on notice of the Executive Committee. 

I believe that our present school law gives as general satisfaction 
as we can expect, and, while it might be modified on a few points for 
the better, we would rather have it remain as it is than to risk any 
material change.

I herewith send my first annual report, which I hope you will find 
correct. Our Legislature certainly entertained a false idea of econ- 
omy when it reduced the paiaries of school ofiicers. The salaries 
paid the Secretaries of Boards of Education are meagre and insuffi- 
cient. No person of good business qualities can be long retained, 
and consequently new Secretaries are employed nearly every year, 
and sometimes oftener, who are unacquainted with the business. This 
causes mistakes and inaccuracies in their reports and gives a large 
amount of unnecessary work to the County Superintendent. 

The schools ot our county seem to be in good condition, but could 
be much improved by some system of graduation, similar to that in- 
troduced by Prof. Wade, embodied in our school law, and visits by 
County Superintendents. 

Our Teachers' Institute, conducted by Mr. Fowler, was successful 
so far as the interest manifested by a majority of the teachers pres- 
ent is concerned ; but less than 50 per cent, of our teachers showed 
their appreciation of educational matters by attending. I desire to 
favorably mention the names of L. J. Brock, J. W. P. Ried, J. R. 
Jones ; Misses. McCabe, Myres, McClaskey, and St. Clair, as earnest 
Institute workers. The Peabody Fund cannot be better appropriated 
than in supporting these Institutes, There is an increasing improve- 
ment in the standard of examinations and grade of teachers. I think 
the Board of Examiners of each county should fix the percentage of 
their grades, and the law changed so that a three years' certificate 
could only be given in the county in which the teacher holds three 
certificates of the first grade.

Owing to the protracted and fatal illness of my wife, I could not 
begin the preparation of my annual report until a late day. I found 
upon examining the reports of some ot the District Secretaries that 
they did not interpret uniformly the instructions given by you and 
printed on the blank. Take an instance : Some report "Keceipts 
from Levy," with the delinquency included therein, while others 
have deducted the delinquency. Some have disbursed the "Appor- 
tionment to Whites and Colored" from "Total Eeceipts" ; while oth- 
ers, from "Total Expenditures." The blanks which they used do not 
agree in form. The items called for pertaining to *'Eeceipt8 for 
Building and Teachers' Fund" are six in number in one kind of blank 
and four in the other kind This lack of uniformity, both in the form 
of the blank itself, together with the different interpretations placed 
upon the printed instructions, have contributed to make my report 
somewhat inaccurate. With the incorrect data at my disposal, I have 
done the best I could. 

The law requiring the people to vote for a levy at every school 
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election is a bad one.* In my opinion it would bo just as reasonable 
to require or permit the people to say year 6y year by vote whether 
they shall have courts of justice or not. Let an efficient system of 
free schools be secured to the people by constitutional provisions and 
all will be well. The school month should consist of twenty days ; — 
first, in justice to the teacher ; second, it will enable our teachers to 
make out their reports much more accurately. 

■^Several County Superintendents have suggested an ainendmnnt to the School Law in this par- 
ticular, but they overlook the fact that the Constitution repuires this levy to be m&de by the author 
ity of the people qf the district (Const, art. xii, §5).— Statb Sup't.

MERCER COUNTY.— M. F. Ellison, SupX 

In taking up the task of making my first annual report, I found 
that the confused state of the school accounts in this county, ren- 
dered the task a very difficult one. I therefore procured the assist- 
ance of Prof. P. R. Sherrard, a well known accountant, and I think 
that this report shows up the accounts about as they stand. As no 
account seems to have been taken of debits and credits for years back, 
it became necessary to revise the old district reports as far back as 
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they wore procurable ; but some were lost before the office came into 
my hands — not a State or county report of earlier date than 1876 
has ever come into my possession. 

One great hindrance to the improvement of the teachers in this 
part of the State is, that, as we have to depend mainly upon district 
taxation, wages are rendered too low to give them the means to at- 
tend Institutes, much less regular schools. 

Our Normal School at Concord is laboring under great disadvan- 
tages for want of library, apparatus, &c., and our people here are so 
overburdened with taxation that it is not likely to be any better un- 
less we get a uniform State tax with which to run our schools.

MONONGALIA COUNTY.— B. L. Keenan, Sup't 



I have the honor herewith to submit my report of the condition of 
schools in Monongalia county, West Virginia, for the year ending 
August 31, 1880. The report is as nearly correct and full as possible 
from the data furnished by Secretaries. 

Besides the various systems of book keeping practiced by the dif- 
ferent Secretaries, there still remain some manifest difficulties in 
making out reports from the forms used. There is no means of re- 
porting a district's indebtedness except by interlinear statements or 
minus signs. These minus quantities are little relished and less un- 
derstood as a general thing by the Secretaries. These difficulties 
might be overcome by the addition of a few extra columns in form. 

Section 13 of the School Law concerning the appointment of teach- 
ers meets with a most distressing disapproval. It is pronounced as be- 
ing theoretically a fraud and practically a failure. My judgment is 
that we have not here witnessed the abuses which may grow out of 
this system. The people and teachers generally not unreasonably 
expect a return to the sub-district trustee system, or some plan that 
will give the patrons of the particular sub-district a voice in the se- 
lection of their teacher. 

The graduation of teachers' certificates is a subject that needs at- 
tention. It i6 a question at present whether certificates are really 
graded in the strict meaning of that term. The law permits but 
three steps in ascending from the meanest to the most meritorious 
grade. If these certificates are to show grades — exact grades of merit 
they are failures, for 86 and 77 per cent are both equal to No. 2. If 
these certificates as at present graded are to re.irulate teachers' wages, 
as they do, then they are frauds, legalized impositions. Suppose No. 1 
draws $35, No. 2 $30, No. 3 $20 ; now, suppose candidate A holds an 
87 per cent? he just barely ''gets through," and there are several 
such in this county. Suppose a second candidate, B, holds an 86 per 
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cent certificate, and the teachers that hold 85 and 86 per cent certifi- 
cates number more than any other two per cents from 67 to 100 per 
cent. These "fair" teachers — not quite good enough for No. 1 — em- 
brace a large per cent of the teachers of the county. But to proceed 
"with the supposition : This "scarcely" No. 1 receives $35 per month 
or $140 per term for his teaching ; B, who "barely missed," only $30 
per motxth or $120 per term. There is no reason why there should 
be such a difference in the pay of teachers whose grades are so near 
together. There is no reason why the 86 per cent teacher should be 
compelled to work for the same as the 77 per cent teacher. If 87 per 
cent is reason why a man should get $35, and 77 per cent why he 
should get $30, then why will not the logic hold good for intermedi- 
ate percentages ? Let the difference bo $5. Then 10 per cent gives 
$5, 10 per cent : $5=9 per cent : is the present statement, which 
is false arithmetic. The question should be stated as follows : If 10 
per cent gives $5, what will 9 per cent give? The answer follows 
naturally and easily when we use true arithmetic. So in the pay- 
ment of teachers there should be no legal intervention preventing 
teachers being paid what is justly coming to them — preventing pay- 
ment for fractional grades. If teachers are to be paid according to a 
scale of merit to be tested by an examination, then it is legally unjust 
to refuse fractional certificates. 

Again, it is the tendency of the Boards of Education to exclude 
No. 3 and bring Nos. 1 and 2 very close together. When this becomes 
generally the fact as it has in some districts, the necessity for test 
examinations will almost be lost. You must grant 1, 2 or nothing, 
and it matters little (save the honor to the holder) what grade so 
the candidate merits 77 per cent or above. 

The County Institute was not all that we had reason to expect, 
still this work should be continued.

In submitting this, my third annual report, I am glad to say that 
you will find it nearer correct than any of my previous reports. The 
Boards of Education of the respective districts are beginning to get 
their records cleared of many defects and imperfections which has so 
long hindered the County Superintendent from making a complete re-^ 
port. Since the change in the law dispensing with the visitations of 
the County Superintendent to the schools I have comparatively little 
knowledge of the general condition of the schools of the county dur- 
ing the past year. I am glad to say, however, that what information. 
I have gathered indicates a state of general prosperity in the schools. 
I think the change in the law above referred to was an unwise 
change. The change relative to Teachers' Institutes, 1 think, was a 
good one. The one conferring the power of appointing teachers on 
the Boards of Education does not work well. The old plan of having 
one trustee, whose duty it was to employ the teacher subject to the 
ratification of the Board of Education, was, perhaps, the best we 
have ever had.

I think I may safely assert that the last changes in the school law 
have not benefitted the schools of this county. Indeed, I believe I 
may go farther, and affirm that some of these changes have had ex- 
actly the contrary effect — so far, at least, as my observation has ex- 
tended, they have wrought positive injury to the cause of common 
school education. 

Before the enactment of the amendments referred to, the schools 
of this county were evidently on rising ground ; were rapidly grow- 
ing in efficiency, and, as a natural result, in popular favor. Under 
the stimulating influences of the County Superintendency, a rigid 
yearly examination by the Board of Examiners, and the compulsory 
tests to which they were subjected in the County and District Insti- 
stitutes, the teachers were becoming alive to their work ; a healthy 
spirit of emulation was aroused, and we began to feel that the time 
had almost come in West Virginia when the capable and faithful 
teacher would no longer be regarded as a meanial hireling, but as a 
member of a 'profession, not less honorable, useful or dignified than 
law, physic or divinity. There were, also, indications of a revival, 
educationally, among the whole people; the enthusiasm of the teach- 
ers was beginning to communicate itselt to the pupils; parents were 
not slow to observe the growing interest and rapid advancement of 
their children ; and from prejudice itself was extorted reluctant ap- 
proval of a cause which was evidently producing such excellent 
results. 
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I am sorry to note, that since the important features of the law to 
which I have referred were amended, there has been a change in our 
schools, which is not for the better. The amendments have done 
much, in my judgment, to kill the spirit of inspiration, which 
was their life; and while I am glad to say we have a number of 
wide-awake, progressive teachers, whose enthusiasm, arising, as it 
does, from pure love of their noble calling, cannot be destroyed by 
the most adverse legislation, yet the principal stimulating influences 
being removed, many, I fear, have fjallen back upon the hum-drum, 
perfunctory, routine methods which were in vogue "in the days of 
auld lang syne." I recommend the following changes : 

1. The establishment of an efficient system ot county supervision. 

2. Th^t the trustee, in addition to his present duties, be required 
to employ the teacher. 

3. That the law in relation to Teachers' Institutes be so amended 
^8 to secure to the teachers the benefits of these training schools with- 
out the sacrifices now required of them. 

4. That persons holding unpaid orders from the Board of Educa- 
tion on the Sheriff at the close of the school year, be required by law 
to present such orders to the board at the time of settlement with 
the Sheriff, that they may be audited, and the true state of the 
!finances ascertained,

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ing in the village of Triadelphia, Triadelphia District. • The honses- 
are mostly well famished, and provided with globes and outline- 
maps. 

Not having visited the schools the past year, I cannot speak par- 
ticularly of their condition. I think our Legislature made a mistake 
in crippling the county supervision. Though it was not as good as 
might have been desired, it undoubtedly was better than now. What 
our schools particularly need is supervision by competent persons. 
I would favor a county superintendency with salary sufficient to ena- 
ble the occupant to devote his whole time and talent to the oversight , 
of the schools while they are in progress, with authority to enforce 
regulations and the adoption of useful suggestions. In the mean- 
time it would be necessary to fall upon some method to prevent un- 
worthy or incompetent persons from getting into the position. 

The present method of appointing teachers causes great dissatis- 
faction among patrons and teachers. The universal voice is for are- 
turn to the trustee system, in which the trustees of each sub-district 
employ their own teacher. 

I would recommend the abolition of the fee for examination, and 
to pay the Board of Examiners out of the Building Fund of the sev- 
eral districts ; also that the questions for examinations be issued from 
the State officer and be uniform throughout the State ; also, that a 
No. 1 certificate be good for three years from date of issue, if the 
holder is regularly employed from year to year in teaching, and that 
all teachers be placed on the same footing ; that no private examina- 
tions be permitted ; that the law requiring teachers to be of temper- 
ate habits and free from profanity be made more stringent; that 
teachers* wages be based, not entirely upon grade of certificate, but 
also upon their known ability and success. 

The Teachers' Institute held in this county was tolerably well at- 
tended and a good degree of interest manifested, but, as is usually the 
case, the teacbers who have most need to be present attended the leasts 
I believe no person should be appointed t6 leach who has not interest 
enough in the work to avail himself of all helps within his reach. 
I think there should be some provision in the law for furnishing^ 
Superintendents with funds for advertising, examinations, Institutes^ 
and for postage, &c.

1 herewith send my annual report, and also requisition for salary, 
"based upon number of schools just reported. My report is as full as 
it could be made from the data furnished by the Secretaries. So 
much has been said heretofore about school legislation, and so much 
is likely to be said hereafter to which no attention will be paid, that 
I have not thought it necessary to say anything myself under the 
head of specific remarks. What gets into the body of your annual 
report is that which is most likely to receive attention ; and if two 
or three matters, to which I wish to refer privately, need alteration, 
change, or amendment, I am satisfied you will make such recommen- 
dation. 

Ist. Tho apportionment of State funds should be made earlier, in 
order that Boards of Education might know what they are to receive 
before laying the levy. No proper levy can ever be laid until this 
is attended to. 

2d. The law making the office of Secretary incompatible with the 
position of teacher should be repealed, because there is no chance for 
speculation, and Boards of Education are frequently unable^ to secure 
competent men for this position without taking teachers. 

3d. So many teachers are now exempt by law from paying exam- 
ination fees that the tees collected are insufficient to pay the per diem 
of the Board of Examiners in this county for three examinations. 
We have heretofore found three examinations indispensable, but find 
it harder and harder every year to get the Examiners together for a 
third examination, knowing that they cannot be paid for more than 
one day's service. See my report upon this point. I would recom-* 
mend that the per diem of Examiners be reduced to two dollars a day. 
This would afford relief for the present. 

4th. The duties of County Superintendent should be increased 
without any increase of his salary. He should be empowered to do 
many things left undone by Boards of Education but required by law 
to be done by them. He should be required to render some assist- 
ance to Secretaries in making out their reports. 

5th. A law should be passed requiring Boards of Education to 
Acquire a title to land before building on it. 

6th. Teachers holding three-year certificates should not be per- 
mitted to teach on them out of the county where they are given. 

7th. Normal diplomas should be dispensed with, and professional 
•certificates should emanate only from the State Superintendent. 

8th. The number of blanks at present furnished teachers, which 
they are required to fill up before they can draw their salaries, is by 
far too great. A permanent register and a daily register would be 
quite sufficient. 

9th. The new Board of Examiners should always attend to the 
July or August examination, that now being the first examination of 
the new school year. In order to bring this about examiners would 
have to be appointed earlier and the school election held earlier. The 
law as it stands compels the new County Superintendent to report 
the July or August examination held by his predecessor. Under it 
some examiners claim exemption from examination a second year on 
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account of having officiated at the first examination of the new 
school year. The claim, however, will not be allowed in this county 
unless I receive the positive order of the State • Superintendent so 
to do.

PLEASANTS COUNTY.— J. F. Wayman, Sup't. 

I have the honor of presenting to you the report of Pleasants 
county for the year 1880. We have six districts, thirty-six sub-dis- 
tricts, thirty-six common schools and one graded school. Most of 
our houses are comfortable frames, most ot which are furnished with 
patent iron desks and wall maps; but we have not the alphabetical 
charts. Grant and Washington have had six months' school for sev- 
eral years, and ere long we shall have six in all. 

People are becoming more interested and calling for good teachers, 
which, 1 am sorry to say, we lack. Primary instruction is neglected 
for the benefit of the more advanced studies. As a remedy, where 
the district is large, attendance good and pupils well advanced, I 
would suggest the building of larger houses, so that a good recitation 
room could be attached. By this means the larger and more advanced 
pupils could be used as assistants. They could hear the smaller ones 
in the recitation room, thus leaving some of the teacher's time for ad- 
vanced branches. The young pupils would thus be kept at work 
and the advanced ones would learn to teach under the supervision of 
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an experienced instructor. To encourage higher education, I would 
lavor what might be called a movable "County High School." It 
could be supported by the county and controlled by the County Su- 
perintendent and Presidents of the various Boards. It should be 
taught after the winter schools close to give teachers a chance. And 
the school should alternate with the various districts to bring it 
within the reach of all at the least possible cost. 

As a means of improving the teachers, I would suggest that an 
appropriation and a portion of the Poabody Fund be used to support 
a first class journal, which could be lurnished to all teachers in the 
State free. 

Our Institutes have done good work in many places, while in oth- 
ers they have failed. I would suggest that where the attendance 
falls below thirty-five per cent of the teachers in the county, that 
that county be deprived of Institute instruction until a petition, 
signed by two-thirds of all the teachers in the county, be sent to the 
State Superintendent asking for an Institute; and that in counties 
where no Institutes are held, the exemption certificates be of no effect 
outside of that county. 

I believe the Board of Education should have but three members, 
and one should be elected every year, allowing three years as a term 
of office. The old plan of employing teachers would, perhaps, be 
best. The elections should be held with the general elections, and 
we should have some less complicated way of paying teachers.

POCAHONTAS COUNTY.— Uriah Bird, Sup't 

The educational interests in our county are, in the main, in a 
healthy and improving condition, yet there is still a great deficiency 
in the practical application of our teachers to their work. 

We are laboring uuder many difficulties. Many of our teachers 
give up teaching because it does not give them permanent employ- 
ment. It takes time well employed, wide-awake experience and 
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thorough scholarship to develop truly practical teachers in Poca- 
hontas, 

The Board of Examiners feel that they have made a radical 
change during the past year, in raising the standard of qualifications 
of the teachers j and it is their aim to spare no time and labor in 
raising it still higher. 

The most of our school houses are very comfortable, a few, how- 
ever, are very illy adapted to school purposes. Daring the past 
year a tow now houses have been built, and a few more will be built 
this year. The houses that were built this year are the best in the 
county, being frame buildings and comfortably seated. 

The free school system is gaining in popularity in our county; 
there are but few voters who now vote against the system. I have 
one or two suggestions to make in regard to changes in the law, viz : 
That the tax for all school purposes be made a county tax instead 
of a district tax, and that we have but one Board of Education, and 
that for the entire county. As you will see in my report, the num- 
ber of cents levied on the one hnndrcd dollars in the different dis- 
tricts is very unequal. One district pays one per cent for building 
fund, while others pay from ten to fifteen per cent. Our people are 
complaining very much about this. 

The Secretaries have been very slow to send in their reports to 
me, and when I received them 1 found them very imperfect; some 
I took back to the Secretaries, and by their assistance got them par- 
tially corrected. I hope by next year to be able to make a better re- 
port in every respect.

In submitting this my third annual report of the free schools of 
Bitehio county, I am sorry to ptato that the schools are not in as good 
condition as they were two years ago. There is a lack of enthusiasm 
in the people and teachers. Under the new institute law it is im- 
possible to get more than twenty per cent of the teachers to attend 
and the eft'oct is sadly noticeable in the schools. 

Our school system needs more executive power vested in the 
County Superintendent. As it is, the oflSce is of no use. I do not 
think the late changes in the school law have been any advantage to 
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the schools. I shall suggest no changes except that I think the 
**thirty-five percent law,'* as it is called, should be repealed as soon 
as possible. It has been a great disadvantage to the schools of this 
county.

EOANE COUNTY.— J. K. Jones, Sup't 

I herewith transmit you, at this late hour, my annual report of 
free schools for Roane county. I have been delayed by the failure of 
the Secretaries to make their reports at the proper time, and by the 
incorrectness of the same after they were made. I have revised and 
corrected, however, until I think 1 have made some approach to a 
correct report, although there are no doubt some discrepancies. It is 
almost impossible to obtain a settlement between the different Boards 
of Education and the Sheriff. Some of the Boards have not made a 
general and full settlement with the Sheriff for several years, and the 
Secretaries' books in some instances have been so badly kept that 
they show scarcely anything about the affairs of their districts. You 
will observe that some of the districts, after levying to the extent of 
the law (fifty cents on the one hundred dollars), still did not havo 
funds to run their schools four months. Teachers' salaries have been 
so reduced in some districts that some of our best teachers are aban- 
doning the profession. 
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The employment of teachers by the Boards of Education seems to 
render considerable dissatisfaction, and is, I think, working some- 
what apfainst the system. For reasons very obvious, it renders 
the employment of teachers very precarious and appears to have a 
tendency to discourage them. Notwithstanding all this, our schools 
are making some progress. Considerable improvement has been 
made in the way of houses. Many neat frame houses have taken 
the places of the old log houses^ and some of the Boards have sup- 
plied their houses with maps, &c. 

I think the teachers of Roane county will compare favorably with 
those of any other county in the State, considering their advantages. 
The attention of the people is being directed to the importance of 
securing good business men on the Boards of Education, and we 
hope for great improvement in that direction at the next school elec- 
tion.

SUMMERS COUNTY.— D. G. Lilly, Sup't. 

Since making my last annual report I have had the honor ot mak- 
ing the acquaintance of the General Superintendent of Free Schools 
at the meeting of the Teachers' Association of West Virginia, that 
society having at last, after many repeated solicitations from the ed- 
ucators of this and adjoining counties, departed from its old exclusive 
policy of keeping its meetings in the northern end of the State, so 
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as to hold one session in our midst. The attendance being unprece- 
dentedly small, I understand that the blame has been charged to us, 
not only for bringing in so few recruits, but for the very act ot loca- 
ting the mooting within our own reach while distant from the main 
body of the members; but it is certainly as fair that the educators 
of your section should attend once in our end of the State, as for those 
in our section always to travel to a distance ; besides, we could hero 
contribute a respectable quota in the way of membership if we had 
a school law that would give professional teachers a chance to make 
a respectable living among us, which cannot be when even the Nor- 
mal graduates have to put up with sixty dollars a year, I repeat, we 
cannot be said to hvLVo a, genuine free school system until the taxes 
are so equalized as to give an equal chance to ail localities within the 
State. As to the failure of even the County Institutes to show a re- 
spectable attendance, what else could be expected with the wages of 
the best teachers (sixteen to twenty dollars a month for the highest 
grade), insufficient to clothe them decently? In conclusion, we all 
consider ourselves highly honored at the presence of that conclave of 
eminent educators in our midst last July, and are gratified to know 
that the attendance of the citizens of Hinton was not unappreciated 
by the Society; and in behalf of the educators of Summers 1 hereby 
tender our hearty thanks for the excellent instruction provided by 
Superintendent Pendleton, sincerely wishing that the School Depart- 
ment may be as ably administered as by the present and retiring in- 
cumbent.

1 have the honor to submit this my third annual report to you, be- 
lieving it to be virtually correct so far as I could have it. As a gen- 
eral thing our schools are improving. The teachers are becoming 
better qualified for their duties, and as a result success crowns their 
labors. 

There were thirty-two schools taught in this county last winter^ 
which is a falling off of four from the previous year: but this was 
on account of Dryfork District voting the levy down. Also the pnst 
summer there have been two graded schools taught, one by W. D. 
Zinn and another by Lloyd Hansford, for the improvement of the 
teachers; also of recent date a select school by L. S. Fike. So the 
people of Tucker are becoming awakened to the needs of their chil- 
dren, to the promotion of their sons and daughters to an educated 
sphere. 

One thing 1 desire to suggest, that is for the State levy to bo in- 
creased to twenty cents (jn the one hundred dollars instead of ten 
cents. Also, the abolishment of the Institutes; as they now exist 
they are a nuisance in this county. Better appropriate that money 
to establish a select school in each county — if only lor one month it 
would do a great deal more good.

TYLER COUNTY.— A. B. Wilson, Sup't. 

The statistical part of this report is in the main correct, but the 
financial part may contain some errors, as all the Secretaries do not 
keep separate accounts of the expenditures for fuel, repairs, corntin- 
gencies, &c., and it is very difficult to ascertain correctly the amount* 
expended for each. School has been taught in every sub-district in 
the county, and so far as I have been able to learn the progress of 
the schools has been satisfactory. Teachers are becoming better 
qualified for their work. Interest in educational subjects, and a de- 
sire for better work are active, and teachers desire to know more of 
teaching, and to fit themselves for their work. The county exami- 
ners have raised the standard of qualification for teachers, and in do- 
ing so are sustained by the teachers generally. It is frequently urged' 
that our best scholars are not always our best teachers. This is very 
often true. But our best teachers would be better if they were more- 
highly educated, and our poor class of teachers would be poorer still 
if they were less highly educated. The teacher must possess the 
knowledge himself before he can impart it to others or lead them 
into the way of acquiring it. 

Our County Institute, held during the last week of July, was reg- 
ularly attended by the more progressive teachers, but the class of 
teachers who would have been the most benefitted failed to attend 
regularlj^, and many of them did not attend at all. I think it would 
bo well Jor the Board of Examiners to be permitted to add five per 
cent to the grade of the certificates of all applicants who are regular 
in their attendance at the Countj^ Institutes and take an active part 
in the exercises. Since teachers are seldom permitted to teach more 
than two terms in the same school before a "change" is demanded,, 
and the new teacher, knowing nothing of the class standing of his 
pupils must spend some time in ascertaining the proper place of each, 
much inconvenience might be obviated by requiring each teacher to 
keep a record of the daily recitations and monthly or term examina- 
tions, to be left with the trustee for the use of the incoming teacher. 

I would say in conclusion, that the qualifications of our teachers- 
now as compared with their qualifications a few years ago, present 
quite a contrast. A mighty chasm has been crossed. The infiuence 
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of our teachers now is more elevating, the general culture broader, 
the teaching more practical, and their methods much superior. Our 
people are becoming more interested in the success of the schools 
and more aroused to the importance of educating their children. All 
the districts cheerfully make the levies necessary to support the 
schools, and in two districts the question of extending the school 
term to six months, having been submitted to the people, carried. 
The outlook in this county is very encouraging.

WAYNE COUNTY.— C. F. Johnson, ISup't 

I herewith send you the statistical and financial reports of the 
schools of Wayne county for the year ending August 31, 1880. My 
report, compiled as it is from such reports, fail to arrive at that com- 
pleteness, or reach that point of success that it is desirable -it should 
to insure an efficient and thorough working of the free school system. 
I must confess that I have not labored as ardently as it was in my 
power to do; but while I acknowledge this on my part, I am conclu- 
sively of the opinion that there are several other school officers in 
the same dilemma. I feel that while I have not been as earnestly 
engaged as 1 might have been in my official capacity, that my labors 
have been attended with some degree of success, and that the school 
interests in this county have materially advanced in the past year, 
perhaps equal to any year since the organization of the school sys- 
tem. Notwithstanding all disadvantages I think the cause of popu- 
lar education is evidently becoming more acceptable to the people of 
this county. The good effects of the free school system are plainly 
seen and acknowledged by some who once opposed it. 

Comfortable frame and log houses are now erected and schools are 
being taught. In this county we have ninety-five school districts 
and one independent district, all of which kept a term of four months 
this year.

Glade District has never been sub-divided as is required by 'section- 
1 of the school law, although I have repeatedly urged upon the Board 
of Education to do so and thus avoid any difficulty that might arise- 
on account of section 13, which provides for the dismissal of the 
teacher whenever at the end of any school month the daily average 
attendance has been loss than thirty-five per cent of all the pupils 
enumerated in the sub-district. There were twelve schools taught in 
the district, with an aggregate cost of five hundred and thirty-two 
dollars. I think the financial matters of this. district are in a pretty 
good condition. 

Fork Lick District is composed of ten sub-districts. There was a 
teacher employed in each sub district for a period of three months, 
the aggregate cost of which amounted to seven hundred and thirty- 
five dollars. 

Hacker's Yalley District is divided into seven sub-districts. Six 
schools were taught in this district during the past winter for the 
term of three and one-halt months, at a cost of four hundred and 
twenty dollars. 

The Board of Education of Holly District, by bad management 
and for want of economy, involved the district in debt, so much 
that to pay up this indebtedness was very oppressive on the citizens. 
As can be seen by referring to my report last year, the district levies 
for school and building purposes amounted to one dollar and sixty 
cents on the one hundred dollars' valuation. Of this levy, one dollar 
and ten cents on the one hundred dollars' valuation was for building^ 
purposes, and yet there has never been one dollar expended toward 
erecting school houses. This was a great embarrassment to the free 
school cause in this district; and at the la^t general school election 
there was a majority of votes cast against the levy. The old adage^ 
" Experience is a dear school," is manifestly true in this case, and it 
is to be hoped that the past history of this district will be sufficient 
experience to induce the Board of Education to be more economical 
hereafter, and not expend so much for fuel, rent, making fires, etc. 
At the special election held August 3; 1880, the vote was almost unan- 
imous for the levy. 

I have used all means within my power to get my report correct, 
but could not, in every particular, as the Sheriff has not,- up to this 
time, made any settlement with the District Boards of Education. 
He failed to get his report of the delinquency approved of by the 
County Court until the 27th of September, and consequently could 
not make the required settlement. 

Little or no complaint was made against any teacher who taught 
in the public schools during the past winter. More interest seems 
manifest and less murmuring heard. 

Our Institute, conducted by Prof. D. P. Guthrie, was very interest- 
ing and instructive, and the good resulting from his untiring efforts 
to make it successful will be doubtless realized many days hence. 
His experience as a teacher, his ability to instruct, as well as 
his plain, simple manner of imparting instruction, cannot but make 
him popular as an Institute conductor wherever he goes. He was 
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flame time, it would bo better to bear tho slight wrongs and incon- 
sistencies of the present law than to impair its efficiency by unnec- 
•essary and useless amendments.

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WOOD COUNTY.— R. T. Barber, Sup't. 

I herewith transmit my annual report of the condition of the free 
schools of this (Wood) county, or rather, as nearly the condition as I 
can ascertain trom the Secretaries' reports and other sources. But 
first I should state that my Secretaries' reports are generally very 
imperfect and incomplete, and my experience, in gjeneral, is that 1 
■would not be likely to get them improved, even if 1 sent them back 
for correction. I have corrected and revised them, as best I could, 
and in making my report from them, I have endeavored to make the 
columns prove, as per your ^'General Directions" on back of report. 

On page 14 (General Summary) I have given it just as it was re- 
ported to me by the respective Secretaries, without reference to its 
proof, believing that it shows more nearly the receipts and expendi- 
tures than I can arrive at by any other means, as this is taken from 
their settlement with the Sheriff. So, if you find it does not prove 
correct, I thought best to give it to you just as I have received it, 
and leave you to do the correcting of that page rather than take the 
responsibility of it on myself. Also I had considerable of trouble, 
and it took a good deal of time to got Secretaries to make reporta 
at or near the time required of them by law, and I fear that it I 
had to, send them back for correction I might not get all of them again? 
soon. However, I believe the report to be correct in the most im- 
portant particulars. Also, not knowing or considering what the re- 
quirements would be, I did not keep my accounts with the other ex- 
aminers separate at all times, and though 1 am correct in the total,. 
I may not be exactly correct in each separate item, but think I am. 
It always required a day or two more for me to make out and mail 
the certificates after the papers would be examined and grades given,, 
and frequently apart of the work in examining papers and grading^ 
was left for me to do, which accounts for the amount paid to me as- 
examiner, being more than to either of the other examiners. 

You will observe that I have charged nothing for postage in mail- 
ing certificates; also nothing for paying Janitor of house used in ex- 
aminations, which items are considerable (when we remember that 
it is taken out of the present salary of County Superintendent) ; 
nothing for printing or advertising, which items would amount to 
considerable more than the remainder of fees in my hands from ex- 
aminations. I have retained this balance of fees, thinking that we 
may bo obliged to hold another examination, and might need to use 
it, or part of it, in paying the expenses, as there will probably not 
be many applicants. You see I have deposited eight dollars with the^ 
Sheriff previously, and I send you his receipt as evidence of it ; but 
1 do not understand how it is apportioned for school purposes. If it 
would save any trouble in disbursing, you might have that amount 
paid to me as part of my salary. However, do as you think best, 
and please instruct me what to do with it, or if I am required to dis- 
tribute it. 

I now understand the requirements and will be able to keep my^ 
accounts more satisfactorily, to myself at least, in the future.
